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Note to Readers 



This edition of 'The Aimnican Bilingual Tradition is considered a reprint 
edition, rather than a re\ised edition, because we ha\’c made no clianges to 
die content of Kloss’s original text. We have, howev’er, made minor changes 
in punctuation and fonnatting {such as merging short paragraj^hs and 
adding bullets to mark items in a list) to impro\'e the readability of the text. 

Because we dici not alter Kloss’s words in any way, readers may be 
stmek hy ceilain temiinology that is no longer in use today--in particular, 
b\' Kloss's use of the word Negroes in reference to y\lricaii Americans. At 
the time he was uiiting, howe\-er, Negroes was the commonly used term. 

We would also like to alert readers to a number of discrepancies 
among die hook’s extensive reference' citations. Most inx'oK'c' the spellingof 
author names; a name may be spelled differently in die text than it is in the 
reference list. Because in most cases we were unable to a.sccrtain which 
spc'lling was correct, we k'ft die original discrepanc)’ as it was. d'here are 
also a few di.screpancies in rcl'creiice dates; one year is cited in die te.xt, 
anodier in die reference list. In addition, a number of works cited in the 
text do not appear in the reference list. 

To the extent po.ssible, we ptil till reference citations in APA foimat. In 
many instances, howex'er, reference citations lack some of the ('lenients 
that w'ould nonnally be included in an APA-style reference list, such as die 
publisher or city of publication. 

d'here were also a number of errors and iiiconsi.itencu's in the* original 
index, which we did our best to rectify. We apologize for any that may 
ha\-e escaped our noticx'. Readers should nonetheless find die index to be a 
valuable tool in locating information about specific topics in the text.

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Introduction to the 
Second Edition 



It has been two decades sinci' Heinz Kloss's American Bilhignal 
Tradition was originally published in its English \'ersion. At the time, this 
serious work went largely unnoticed by the uider reading public in the 
United States; ho\sc\’er, many researchers and language minority educa- 
tion specialists quickly acclaimed and trcjxsured the work for both its 
scholarship and its focus on a largely neglected area of U.S. historv'. 
Ne\'ertlieless, this volume represents only a {ragment, albeit an early and 
important one, of the wiitings of a scholar w'hose work spanned well o\'er 
lialfa centuiy. 

Kloss’s j^ublication on North /American multilingualism began in 1929, 
and hLs work and interest continued until Ills death in 1985. 'I’he origiiuil 
research for this book was published in Gcnnan in two \’olunies in the 
early 1 940s Vofksgmppmrechl in den Vereini^len Slaaletu Vol. 1: 1940; Vol. 2: 

1 942). In 1963, it was updated and rewritten into a one- \'olume book (Das 
Nationaliialenrecht de)' Vereiniglen Staaten, 1963). The fact that it was not until 
tlie late 1970s that this work became a\'ailable to English-speaking U.S. 
readers is all the more te.stimony to the extent to which the historical stuck’ 
of' multilingualism has been neglected in this country'. According to his 
longtime friend and colleague, U'opold Auberger (personal communica- 
tion), Kloss \isited tlie United States early in his career ( 1 930-31) and made 
many sub.seciuent ‘ojoums in North America, one in w'hich he assumed the 
researc4i directoi*ship of the Centre Intemnlional de Recherche sur le Bifin^dsme at 
Uival Uni\’ersity in Qiiebec. As Aubenger notes, the posthumous reprint of 
the present w’ork confirms anew th(’ impression that Klo.ss’s scholarly 
homeland w’as in the United States and Canada rather than in Gennany. 

Since the oi'tginiil publication oniie Ammcan Bilin^ml Tradition in 1977, 
the breadth of re.search and publishing in the areas of'U.S. language policy, 
planning, and {tolitics has Ijceri expanding. In recent years, the work of

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Crawford (iS)92a, 1992b, 1995), Baron (1990), Macias (in press), I'ataJosich 
{ 1 996), and many others has familiarized a wider reading audience vsiih 
some of the pieces that fonn tlie mosaic of the histoiy of bilingualism and 
language div'ersity in die United States. Scan the references and bibliogra- 
phies of contemporaiy pojiular works dealing with the histor)' of language 
politics in the United States, and invariably you will find numerous refer- 
ences to Kloss’s work. I'br a new generation of students, howe\’er, 'fhe 
American BHitu^ai Tradition has been only remotely accessible, through foot- 
notes and references, or perhaps through iiueiiibran/ loan for the more 
ambitious. 

In die years since its original publication, much has happened in the 
twists and turns of bodi official policy fonnation and popular scMitiment 
toward language diversity and bilingual education. 'Fhe 1980s witnessed 
the lise of naii\isLs. English-only organizations, ballot initiatives to make 
English the offickil language in state' after state, and well-financed and 
ideologictdly charged attacks on bilingual education and on other official, 
commercial, and public uses ofianguages otlu'r dian English. By the mid- 
1990s, the clamor lor a federal constitutional amendment declaring En- 
glish the official language of' the* IJtiited States reached a fc\’cr i)itch, with 
piuponents of English-only policies frequendy depicting present-day lan- 
guage diwrsity as a departure or dc\'iation from a m\thic past in which 
unmigrants ha.stily stro\-e to k'arn English and ceased using their nati\'c 
tongues. In popular discourse and the media, myths ahrrund regarding tlie 
differences between earlier immigrants and contr'mporaiy language mi- 
norities and immigrants and the reluctance' of the latter to learn English 
this desT)ite English as a second language classes filled to capacity, with tens 
of'thousands on waiting lists across the country. Against this background of 
misinfonuation. The American Bilin^ud Tradition is pc'iiraps oven more' rel- 
c\’ant today than it was iwo decades ago. 

The strength ofKlo.ss’s work lies in his debunking of popular nirmolin- 
giial ideologies that assume' liiat immi^grant language minorities should 
abandon their nati\x' languages. In an important article that aj^peaix'd sL\ 
years in advance of' The Anmican Bilin^ml Tradition, Kloss noted that in 
immigrant countries siicli as tlie United States, the dominant language 
group typically cxjx'cts immi, grant laiiguagx' minorities to give up their 
iiati\e languages as cjuickly as possible'. He iclcntifu'd fenir the^ories- or

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whal w'c may ('all i(dcc3l()gical argiimcnls-- i^pic'aJJy pul foilli in siij^pori o" 
dial c^xpcrtalion (see Kloss, 1971, pp. 254-257) and proxnded counter 
(Examples oi' alternau\'e pers})ectives. 'Fhc finu iJicoi")’ he called the Taal 
Compad Uic'oiy. According to this argument, immigTani language minori- 
ties should relinquish their ancesmil language rights as a kind of tribute lc)r 
die right of passage to the recek'ing society. Kloss noted that in many 
countries, howex'cr, language minoi'ity immigrants have been allowed to 
maintain their iiatKe languages. In lact, many ininiigralcd precisely to flee 
linguistic persecution. 

4'he sc’cond commonly advanced position he called the lake-aud-Give 
iheoiy. It as.sumes that linguistic minorits* immigTants will thrive more in 
their new countr)' dian hi dicir old countiy; dierefbre, they should relin- 
quish their claims to linguistic minority rights and use onl)- the dominant 
language. Kloss argued that the receh iiig society also benefits Iroiii linguis- 
tic minority immigrants; as workers they contribute Uieir labor and allow' 
the recening society to d(‘\elop new eeoncmiic domains, and the highly 
educated among diem c(jiitiibute their technical knowic'dge. 

'liie third \iew Kloss called th(‘ Autuilidtoizution argument. 4'liis ideo- 
logical a.ssumption has consideiabk' strength in die United States. Accoi'd- 
ing to this pers}iecti\'c, language and cultund maintenance are based on a 
.self-uiipo.sed linguistic and cultur'd separatism that is, a kind oflinguLstic 
clannish ne.ss that is .seen as rc'sulting in a social and cultural I'etai'dation for 
the linguistic miiiorit\- group. Refudrig this assumption, Kloss noted that 
pirsuming diLs sepai'atism to be self-imposed distorts the historied exjx’ri- 
enee ol' linguistic minority peoples who were dlowed neither to use and 
ciiltK’ate Lheu' aneestral languages nor to ha\’c contact with the inajoi'ih'; 
tlie\’ were fi'equendy denied equal ediK'ational acc('ss as well, which often 
resulted in functiond illiteracy in both the ancc'sti'al language atrd the 
niajoi'ily lan,guage. 

'I'lie nio.st iiopular argument, which is acK'aru'ed by proponenis of 
Kiiglish-only policies, is what Kloss cdled (\\c yalioml Unity theory. Acc'oi'd- 
ing to this pers{)ecti\-e, maintenance of minority languages is a subversi\'e 
for’c(' that undermines national unity. 4'hus, it is appi'opi'iate that ruceKing 
.soci('tic's oliligate immigi’ant linguistic minorities to relinquish their ances- 
trd lariguages and their language rights. Kloss noted diat, all too often, the 
percepdun by those of the dominant language group that language minoi'i- 
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tie's are disloyal is actiiiiJly tlu? result of tlieii' own o\'ert discrimination 
against linguistic minorities. 

Kloss’s idcndiication ol'pojDuhir U.S. biases against language dis'crsit)', 
especially against immigi’ant linguistic minorities, jDro\4des a valuable* cri- 
tique: ol'contemporaiy English-only arguments as tiiey relate specilically to 
immigrant linguistic minoiities. In The /hnerican Bilm^ual Tradition, Kloss 
contends diat the genemi climate of language polic\' fonnation throughout 
the histoiy of the Unite^d States fostered folemnce-oiienfed lan^guage* policies 
and sometimes promotion-oriented policies. The full scheme e)f possible stances 
that govemments can assume includes promotion (accommodation), toler- 
ance, restriction, and repression. 

Ptmiotion-omnled policies \\\\\A\v an acti\-c goxummental agenda in v\hi(ii 
state resources are committed to acK’ai icing die odicial usi* of' minority 
languages. A wi-aker x'ariation of diese laws is what Kloss calls expedumiy- 
oriented laws. These «re accommodations to the use of a minont)’ language 
without the intent of promoting it. An example of such accommodations 
would b(* U.S. Title \^II bilingual education programs, 'Ehcsi* programs 
were initiated largely lus an eflbrt to accommodate perceis’cd Itnglish defi- 
ciencies of' speakers of' languages odier dian English. Bilingual ballots and 
court translations represent other examples of accommodation that is, 
using minority languages to bridge barriers in comiti unication between die 
gov'emment and the language minorities alone. The minority language is 
not used vridi the majority language group, nor are resources ciUcxrated to 
encourage odiers to learn to speak the minority language. Howc\'er, in 
recent years, exj^cdicncy laws have been attacked by English-onl)' propo- 
nents, who contend diat accommodation results in the jiromction of lan- 
guages odier than English a.nd diereby threaten the status of Fmglish. 

1 ohwice-onented policies are laissez faire. 7'hcy are marked by the signifi- 
cant absence of state interference in the linguistic life of die lan,guage 
minority community. If die community has the resources and die desire to 
maintain die tuicestral language, it Is able to preserve it without outside 
interference or help. According to Kloss in Tie American Bilingual Tradition 
(1977), tolerance-oriented policies were the norm in the evolution of U.S. 
language policies toward linguistic minority gi'oups: 

A.S our study shows ... the non-English ethnic, groups in the 
United States were Anglicized not became of nationality laws 
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wliicli were unfawrable tow’arcl their languages biit in spite of 
nationality laws relatively fnvorabie to them. Not by legal pro\i- 
sions and measures of the autlionlies, not by governmental 
coercion did the nationalities become assimilated, i)ut rather by 
die absorbing power of tfie higluy de\'cloped .American society. 

(j). 283; emphasis in the original) 

Restriction-oriented policies place conditions on the allaininc'nt of social, 
]3olitical, and economic benefits, rights, and oppoilunilies by tying them to 
the ability" to use the dominant kinguage. 

In indhiducil cases knowiedge ofthe English language was made 
a prereejULsite for ordiiicU’y vocadonal positions which were in 
no v\ay connect(*d with politics .... But in such cases sociep\ and 
not the state, discriminated; such discrimination Is not directly" 
related to die legal .status of linguistic minority'. (Klo.ss, 1977, p. 

3 1 , emphasis added) 

AVith repression-oriented policies, die state actixxiy seeks the eradication of non- 
dominant latiguages. Kloss {bund no e\idence of' such policies hi die 
United States. > !e tiiso noted that the btisis of di.scrimmation against minor- 
ity' groups was often more racial than lingulsdc. 

Ihe vrithholding of political rights Is hicidenttilly subject to die 
same consideradons as that of human rights: the Mexicans are 
affected by such widiholding not because they speak a foreign 
language but because diey have a different color of .skin, (1977, 
p.5l) 

Kloss’s research focused on language rather than race. He tended to 
.see rnanifestadons of racism as “Isolated instance.s” rather dian as examples 
of a systematic, pervasive institudonal racism m which language discrimi- 
nation functioned as one of many mechanisms of social control (VViley, 
1996). 

'Ihere were only isolated Instances of an oppressive state }3olic\" 
aiming at the elimination of non-English languages. There were, 
however, a great many instances In which hidiriduals (including 
public school teachers) and groups exerted unofficial moral pres- 
.sure upon members of the minority groups, especially children, 
so as to make them feel that to stick to a “foreign” tongue meant 
being backward or even un-American. (Kloss, 1977, p. 285)

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I'his passage pnnndes one clue as lo how KJoss arrls-ed at his conclusion 
that tolerance, raUier than repression, represented th(‘ dominant historictii 
inotil' in tlie American Ijilingiial U'adition. 'riierc were official policies 
directed at otiier racial and ethnic grmms; but KJoss’s focus was on nation- 
alir\’ laws. Using the tenns elhnic ffmp, immifnwit i^mp, anci miuoriiy inter- 
changealdy, he stated the following in chcipter 1 ; 

E\'cn tliough the problems of certain religious minorities occa- 
sionally ox’crlap those of'etlinic minoritit's, they do not belong to 
the topic of this book. Nor do die problems of racial groups, 
such as tho.se of the twcnt\' million Ameiican Xegioes, recei\-e 
consideration in this \'o1uitk‘. 'fhe problems facing racial minor- 
ity groups are often the ctjiposite of those facing th(‘ fiireigii- 
language groups, foreign-speaking minorities can achii'w ecjual 
status with the luiglLsh-speakiiig majorit)' groups only when the\ 
are able to culth'ate their own language through sepanite public 
orpri\ at(‘ institutions, (jip. 19-‘i0) 

Kloss continued: 

A difficult and tc'iise double polarit) e.xists \vhcre separate ethnic 
groLijis differ from Anglo-Americans b\ bodi language.' and race, 
as is the c'a.se with the Hawaiians among the original settlers and 
the Mexicans among the lat(‘ settlers. . , . 'fhe Indians arc’ not 
irc’aled in this book. (p. 20) 

d'hus. Kdo.ss proxided an enomious amount information rc’lated to linguis- 
tic minorities and nationality groti]is of Fairopcan origin, while not contril)- 
uting as much on other racid or ethnic groups including .Afiican Ameii- 
cans. who did not come to the Unitc’d States speaking Kngiish, and Ameri- 
can Indians, who suffered from official fc’deral policies of physical and 
cultural opprc’ssion. 

In the tradition of dc' 'f’occjuexillc’ and .Myrdal, Kloss insightfully de- 
serihc’d as])ecis ol'the U.S. American experience in broad but not conijn'e- 
hensixe perspectixe. While gixing us a nex\- Icais for xiexving U.S. language 
history, hc’ did not penetrate deeply to the causal roots of those.' expc li- 
enees. 

In sLimmaiy, the' strength o[' Ammiau Biinujiml Tradilum govs bexond 
Kloss's detailed dc’seription and listing of language laxxs to his dex’clopment 
of a framework for analyzing the importance' and role ofiangnage policies 
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ol'x’iirious types in tJie eslai)lislirnent of’languai^e rights, in promoting or 
tolerating mainlenanee of rion-Kngiish languages, and in restricting the 
role of the slate. The encx'elopedic nature of the work was delimited in its 
scope and selectKily to naiionafu)' laws as they afi'ected \’arious language 
groups in a particular area. Thus, Kloss located language policies in nar- 
renv historiciiJ and societiil contexts. Although he noted that difficult and 
tense double polarity ex i ts where separate ethnic groups differ from Anglo 
Americans by both language and race” (]j. 20), KJoss pn'feired to a\'oid 
lix’using on the inteiTclatedness of :.he two. Ne\'erthcless, scholars such as 
Ix'ibowitz (1909, 1971, 1974, l970), ^\ho f()cused on both race and lain 
guag(‘, and Hemandez-C’ha\'ez (1994), who examined the relationship 
!)elween language policies and cultural genocide, found it necessaiy to rc'ly 
hea\'ily on Rltrss as a major source for llieir o\sn analysc's. I'hiis, his 
seholaisihip cannot he ignored. 

While w(' await a more compixTensKr and ckxper description and 
aimlysis of L’.S. language policy hisioiy that builds on the work of Kloss 
and otliers, a nt'w gent'ration of'slridcnts net'ds to read Kloss's work along 
with recent works that are more sensitK'c to (he fiiston’ ol’ U.S. rat'iaJ 
polities. In so doing, they w’ill find a legacy of tolerance toward many 
(hfiiropean) lingxiistie minority groups as well as strong e\-idenec for an 
American bilingual tradition, in sshieh Iriiglish monolingualism repre.seiits 
neither the idyllic past nor our eollectK'e linguistic fate.

llic* popular image of the United Slates as a nation united by one 
language and one eukiire hits always been illusory. It was an ideal engen- 
dered by the now outmoded values of 19lh eentur)' nationalism. /Mlliough 
the Amenean melting pot has indeed fused million.s of second- and ihird- 
gcncralioii immigrant ftunilies into unUinguai Phigiish-spetiking .Ameri- 
cans, unmelted or ])artially melted millions ha\e also .suivi\'cd, whose 
isolation or regional dominance has i^ennitled diem to maintain tlieir 
ethnic ideniit}' in their new and spacious land. 

It is only filling that it should be so. P'or the concepts ofdiwrsily and 
political} jiluralisni are the \’eiy ones which pemiitted the rrc'ation of the 
United States sonic 200 N ears ago. d1ie idea of a central nation-state Wcis 
foreign to ihc authoi-s of the Declaration of Independence. 'I'lie re.solution 
ofjuly 7, 1 776 (adopted onjuly 2), inti’oduced in the Uominental Coiigi'css 
by Richard Hcniy I ax- and later used as a basis for the Declaration of july 
4. refers to a group of colonies (’’‘these United Colonies”) and not to a single 
nation: and the Declaration of Independence was made in the name of' 
“tiiirteen united Slates”- -in lowercase and in the plural. 

■‘'rile colonies," as John Adams remarked, "had gi'own up under 
constitutions of' go\’enimcni so diflcrcnl, there- \\'a.s so gi'eat a \’arieiy of 
religions, they were composed of .so many different nations, their customs, 
manners, and habits had so little- resemblance, and their inle'rcourse had 
licen so I'are, and their knowledge of each otlier so inipe'rfe’ct, that to unite 
them was e-e-rtainly a \’ciy diflicuil enteiprise*.” But the ide-a of local inde- 
pe-ndence peniiittc-d die- growth of an e-wr- widening federaliein. It is as 
tliough the Dex'laration eif Indepe-ndenee were reenacted do/.ens ol' timers 
as each ne-w compeincnt achie\'e‘d .stateliood, a proe'ess continuing into our 
own day with the re-e'c-nt admissions of'tlie stales of';\Jaska and Hawaii. 

During the 1 9th anel 20lh rentniie-s. howewer, liurope-an nationalLsni 
c'.xerte-d its influene'e on Ame-rica, alx'lU'd iiy the cTuel le.ssons of the ( a\ il 
War and the galvani/.ing conf'onnisni hroughl afiout threnigli united na- 
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tioiial effoits needed in the fighting; of foreign wars. It was, ironically, at the 
\'er\'^ moment when “these united States” was trying to becom e “The 
United States” that the \-ictims of European nationalism fled to America in 
search of some measure of independence, refushig to be integrated against 
tlieir w'ill into some nation-state they could not lo\-e and tlu'ough a lan- 
guage they did not know. For the idea of a national language had de\'el- 
oped in Europe as the touchstone of nationality and national culmre. The 
Romantics had found in each language a soul which wivi the embodiment 
of the national spirit. Those maintaining a language other tlian tlie na- 
tional tongue just did not belong. Millions fled from the uniformity of 
European nationalism to die dK'ersity of American pluralism. For in di\’cr- 
sity’ there was hope. 

There was also ho|?e in the possibility of' betterment. The /Vmerican 
political system, based on the idea of change, created a counti-v’ that was 
consciously and continually e\'ol\’ing; and 200 years after its founding, 
America was still in the making. After flirting with nationalism and 
unilingualism, America in the 1960s began to regaiit consciousness of its 
bilingual tradition and its multicultural makeup. Compare, for exam[)Ie, 
die U.S, enmes in \olumcs 1 and 2 of the Inlematioml Bibliography on 
Bilingualism (Quebec: I^val Univ'ersity' Press). 

I’he new acceleration of awareness came about largely as a result of 
witnessing economic injustice made evident through die enoniious in- 
crease in mobility' and urbanization since the turn of the century. Bcneadi 
the gray monolith of a single united nation, one could discern the colorful 
mosaic of a multicultural society. 

In the United States, there had indeed existed, alongside a seemingly 
all-dominant inonolingualism, a tradition of bilingualism- -c'hiefly below 
the national level, a tradition long neglected by Americaji historians. In this 
nation of immigrants, which has conducted one of history’s most successful 
experiments in political pluralism, it would hav'e been suiprisLng if there 
had been no room for the flowering of different cultures in different 
regions. 

It remained for Heinz Kloss in two major Geiman-language publica- 
tions {Das Volksgruppmrechtin dm Vereiniglen Staaten^ Vol. 1, 1940; Vol. 2: 1942 
and DasNationalitdtenrechlder Vereini^m Staatm, 1 963) to isolate, descril)e, and 
analyze this important characteristic of /Xmerican society'. In 1968, the 
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International Center for Research on Bilingualism decided to publish an 
updated English version of Dr. Kloss’ Madonalitatenrecht. This new version is 
the basis of the present \'olume, which, after many delays, we now take 
pleasure in presenting to the public on the occasion of tlie United States 
Bicentennial. 

The American bilingual tradition, which Dr. Klos:- so well describes, 
has depended so much on bilingual schooling and legislation that it seemed 
appropriate to include this study as part of a series on bilingual education, 
the purpose of which is to inform the public on how people have used 
more than one language in educating tlieir children. For a good .deal of 
what Dr. Kloss has to tell us bears direcdy on the problems of non-English 
or bilingual schools which have operated under the American flag. Those 
parts of the book dealing with self-government and public administration 
also have something to do with bilingual and bicuitural education. Take, 
for example, the action of the U.S. Congress in 1852. By gRiiig territorial 
status to New Mexico, it launched the New Mexicans on the road to self- 
govemment and to the exercise of rights which they had never enjoyed 
before in their history', rights which implied the handling of two languages 
at all le\’els of go\’emment — local, county, and territorial. This constituted 
an important educati\'e process. 

E\ en though here — and in other instances — all Americans can by no 
means claim to have put all these ideals into practice with the unselfishness 
that the wording of tlieir resolutions implied, the very creation of a new 
status gave the minorities some of the means necessary to survival. 

This is both a very human tale of generous and less-than-generous acts 
and attitudes and also a story of memorable educational achievements. It is 
tills stoiy', as told by one of the world’s leading authorities on etlinic law, 
tliat we here present as a fitting tribute for the Bicentennial.

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Preface

l^he explanation is not dinicuh to hntl. We all like to pride ourseKes on 
the age in which we li\-e, an age where man has matured suniciendy to 
iiwestigate and anah'ze idl histoiiciil e\'ents with complete objeetKity. In 
l^ractice, howe\’er, our minds u'ork widi remarkable selectKity, singling out 
subconseiously, as a rule, diose (aets which (it in with and reinforce some 
notions dear to us. One notion clear to .\merieans has been that die 
/Vmeriean society has wrotighl miracles in a.ssimilating the numberless 
hordes of non-Engiish immigrants, peribnuing a feat that was an indis- 
pensable pait of the rVmerican Dix'am. Making the ofispriiig of these 
immigi'ants shed languages inherited from their I'orefathei's meant a ehaiige 
for the better and aeeruecl benefits to both the /Vmericaii nation and the 
seemingly transfonried ethnic gToui:)s. 

Oceasionallv, one might smmble across such facts as the former status 
of Ix^uisiana, wiiich was a fully binationtd state under its 1845 ccjnstitution. 
sc'mewhat like presc'ut-dtw’ New Bmnswick, or that PennsyK'ania at one 
lime had a Gc'iman State Printer, or that in New Mexico Spanish re- 
mained odirial wc'll into the t\v(‘n!icth c entuiy. But thc'se and many other 
facts were felt to be nothing to be pi'oud of Ivtmgiiage shift was better than 
language Icnally, 

It was thus no aeeideiil that a Puropc'an, steeped in the traditions ofhis 
eontinenl, was the first to c-onsicler the American bilingual tradition as a 
dislineli\-e asset. What was imjiortant in this eonneetion was not whether I 
was Danish, Finnish, Gemian, or Rumanian, but that I was a Ihiropc-an 
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v\dth the prevailing attitude that i.^nguage maintenance is die normal thing 
and language shift an exception rather dian die rule. This attitude also 
prevails in Asia. In Africa and the tvvo Americas, however, die reverse was 
tme; but for vasdy divergent retisons it was, and in many regions still Is, felt 
to be a necessary concomitant of de\'clopment that most of the smaller 
speech comriiunities would have to >ield to the great nadonal tongues. 

North American life was thoroughly permeated by this sentiment 
when (m 1940 and 1942) I first published my findings concerning past 
American language policy. After the War, some copies found dieir way to 
American libraries, and in 1948, Professor W. J. Cahnman published in 
the American Journal of Sociology' a long and positive review calling for “a 
commission consisting of a historian, a sociologist, and an expert in public 
administration ... to devise an American vertion of Kloss’s book.” There 
was, however, no foUow’-up. 

In my earlier publication, I intended the work to be of use to readers 
unfamiliar with the German tongue. The two volumes contained no fewer 
than 473 excerpts from English sources, and a separate “Table of English 
Excerpts” was added in volume II (pp. 975-99.5). Volume II furthermore 
contained a number of maps, some of which had an original value of their 
own, especially the maps of the French, German, and Spanish elements in 
the states of Louisiana, Pennsylvania, and New Mexico, respectively — 
maps which were prepared on the basis of official statistics indicating 
denominational affiliation. 



When in 1963 I published another study — tlie one on which the 
present volume is based — I had to state in a postscript that “actually the 
state of research is at the moment what tills new book shows: exactly the 
same as if iis forerunner had never appeared” (1963, pp. 333-334). 

The new version was both le.ss and more ambitious than its predeces- 
sor. But it had to be much shorter; consequently it contained few literal 
quotations in German and none in English, Nor were any maps Included. 
On the other hand, it went much further in covering areas and politics 
under tiie American flag outside the North American mainland. While the 
earlier publication had chapters on Hawaii and Puerto Rico, the new book 
included also Guam, Samoa, the Virgin Islands, tiie Canal Zone, the 
Ryukyus, the Bonin Islands, and even the pre-1945 Philippines. 
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Gemiany at tiiat. lime was not a country where scholars would eagerly 
take to the data displayed in this book, what witli the traumatic wididrawal 
from ethnicity so characteristic of' die first j50st-war decades, in a counir>' 
where edinic problems were held to be eidier unimportant or too touchy. 
Outside Germany, and especially in North Amenca. kno^vledge of the 
Gemian language was decreasing. But perhaps the most significant single 

factor was the timing. In 1963 there were e\’cn in die United States - no 

“kairos,” no auspicious moments to talk about American ethnic problems 
other than those of racial discrimination and language shift; the v^'holc 
concept of language loyall)’ and language maintenance was still unknown. 
The new \'ersion therefore made litde impact, and hLstorians might ha\u 
fw]iassed it, as they did its predecessor, had it nut been for die watchful eye 
ol'William F. Mackey, who suggested the present Englisli \-ersion. 

It gi\*es me gi'cal pleasure to say a word of thanks to diosc who heljied 
m^ike this new book possible. First of all, Professor W’iiliam F. IMackcy ivas 
ilie first to enxisage this project. He succeeded in finding a publisher and, 
through him, a translator. He also spent considerable time and cfibi't on 
editing the manusciipl. 

My thanks go also to professors Henri Dorion andj. G. Savard, who, 
as directors of the International Centi'e for Research on Bilingutdism, 
consented to have this book become an ICRB publication; to the pub- 
lisher, Newbury House (Rupert Ingi'am and his staff); and to diose secre- 
taries \vho carefully helped prepare the final manuscript, especially to Mi's.

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Introduction 



SiiK'r by far the larger part of the present book Iiad to be ti'anslaied 
from a foreigii language (Gemian), its temiinologA' was una\'oidably influ- 
enced by the language of the original. 'The task of translating the book was 
complicated by tiie fact tliat tlic original German text contained some 
ctaicepts that w'crc first introduced by the author and therefore are not in 
pre\'ioiis German writings, let tiloiie in dictionaries. While this is not the 
place to c'oniinent on all lechnicjil terms used in tlie present rhiglLsli 
x’ersion, the recurrent use of some key concepts and “master terms" tliroiigh- 
out the book makes it necessaiT to explain them InicdK' and define them in 
acK'anee. 

'Hie lenn nalinnality is, in (he eoniext of* this \ oliime, almost nc\'er used 
to indicate juridical nationtility, i.c., citizenship. It refers ratlun* to “ethnic' 
nationality,*' a ('oncepl quite common in liiimpean sociological and politi- 
Ccil writing's, where it denotes an ethnic grouj^ held tc)gether either by a 
mother tongue shared by till niembers of* tlie group or by a languagc'- 
centered feeling of c'thnie identity shared e\ ('n by many persons wijo no 
longer speak the (Uhnic tongue. 

American writers, w'hcn speaking of* frcxjueiidy think in terms 
of racial rather than of language groujxs, lia\’ing in mind American Nc- 
gi'CK's, rather than, for example, SeatidiiKwian immigi'ants, E\'cn where a 
referential group- e.g., the CHiiranos is separated (rom the majority by 
both language* arid race, the Americ'an author is more concerned in- 
wardly at least with the color of theii' skin than nniUi the way they sj)cak. 
W’ith 1‘Airopean authors it is usually diflerent. \Vhen j;i liiieal scientists 
mention that a certain nation is beset with a minority probk'm. they iisuall}’ 
inc'aii language minorities, unless olheiwise sp(‘eifi(‘d. I’broiighoul the 
jiresent book, the tenn mimrily is admittedly used in this way. 

l^uignagc rights for ethnic groups may be ('ilher pmmoimn-onenicd (or 
or lo/eralion-oriruk’d [or ‘‘'aajuiesceul'). Promoii\'e rights imply that 
public auth.orilics at (he federal, state, or municipal !c\cl arc Hying to 
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promote a minority tongue by having it used in public ijistitntions - 
legislative, adrninismitive and cducatioiml, including the public schools. 
Convei-sely, toleration-oriented nationality law implies diat federal, state, 
ajid municipal gov’cmments do not inteifere with dlbrLs on the pans of the 
minority to make use of the cUinic tongue m tlie private domain — t'.g., 
new'spapei's, religious life, secular associations, and most irnjDortant, private 
schools. More will be said in Chapter Three about this distinction, which, 
iricidcn tally, has been accepted bv' a number of European specialists. 

In most counnies, a description of the rights of langnagt' minorities, 
their historv-, and their j)iTsent suition must revolve around the language 
policy pursued by tlie centnil gov’cniment. 'Ilhs does not hold true for tlic 
Ihiitecl States. Here tlie evolution of language rights wjis and still Ls condi- 
lk)ned by three siiliem features. 

Fii'st of aU, the United States Is neither an authoriiaiiaii nor a totalitar- 
iaii state. Numerous areas of cultural life which in nondemocralic countries 
are under tight gov'cmmeiUal control are left to the initiative of tlic citizens: 
the pre.ss, the publishing houses, the production of films, the foundmg of 
societies and federations. 'Fhe United States, in this respect, sur|:>asscs even 
most European democracies wheie, for example, all radio broadcasts are 
the concern of the gov'crnment, while in die United States it is po.ssible to 
found, and run, private stations widiout inteifcrcnce. 

vSccond, the United States is not an unitar)' state but a federation 
consisting of 50 component states. Ixaiiguage rights have therefore been 
Umgely die concern of the various states — or “tendtories" as tiiese polities 
were designated in prcsuuehood days - ratlier than of Uie central goveni- 
ment, most eniphaticiiUy in the field of education. 

'I’hu'd, Aniericans diroughout tlieir history have been more iviJling to 
gi'ant language rights to old-established groups than to more recent immi- 
grants (a rule which for a number of reasons was never applied to the 
Amerindians), liie “old setders,” i.e., the descendants of immigTaiiLs who 
had come to North America before or simtiltaneously with die advent of 
the Anglo-Americans, had a fair chance* to see dieii' languages not only 
tolerated but actually promoted. 

llic sequence of chaptei-s in the present book Is largely detennined by 
these three basic features. It was nonnal diat die fu'st chapter be devoted to 
an oudiiie of die constitutional and edinolingual background and an over- 
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view of tlie main categories of lan,guage rights. Ix)gically, die next step had 
to be a description, in Chapter Two, of the extent to which the central 
government, since the days of die ConstiXutionaJ Congress, has or has not 
made use of and promoted languages other than English. The record is 
interesting but not altogedier momentous, the 1967-68 Bilingual Educa- 
tion Act nouridistanding. Probably the m.ost remarkable and at the same 
time the least known parts of this record are the cases where territorial 
legislatures, over which the federal government had full control, Initiated 
and ran a bilingual sclf-govemmcnt witliout inteiference on die part of 
Congress or die federally appointed territorial governors. 

I’he language policy of the central go\’eninient — President, CongiTss, 
and U.S. Supreme Court — however, constitutes but a small segment of' the 
picture of language right.s in die United States. Far more convincing and at 
times di'amatic is the tale told, in Chapter Three, of American achiex'e- 
nieiits in the realm of toleration-oriented minority rights-- tmly a chiil- 
lenge to odier democracies. And even the record, in C.lhapter Four, of 
promotiv-e iiiiiiority rigliLs granted to post-independence immigi'ant groujis, 
while certainly not as bright as the pre-1 90 1 record of acquiescent rights, is 
index'd impressix'e. 

All this, however, is less remarkable than die ex’ents recounted in the 
core, of this book - in Chapters Five and Six. 'Eliey dc.sciibc the jiromotive 
language rights meted out in what statisticians call the “coiitemiinous 
U.S.,” i.e., the mainland area without Alaska, to large “old settler” groups 
and to smaller “old settler” groups. This story is followed by .sections 
dealing with outlying ai eas, wdth possessions which have achieved state- 
hood (including the Philippine independence), with possessions which did 
not reach that status, and with some (Bonin and Ryukyu Islands) which are 
no longer under American control. 

One cannot help considering dial the story' related in these chapters 
constitutes a splendid record, in spite of unavoidable weaknesses and set- 
backs, One cannot write about this without a feeling of admiration for 
American farsightedness and practical wisdom. Bilingualism had become 
the Cinderella about which little is spoken. It was discussed — and em- 
braced — as a possible way of enriching the cultural lif'e of a nation. 
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U'hcUior llu’ ino\’(’mont vvill last \vc‘ caiiiiol yet know. But we do know 
that it is in keeping with similar ('hanges in other pans of th(‘ Western 
Hemispliere when' wc olisc'iA’e inno\'ations in the iield unangiiage ])oliey. 

I’o die north, we sec the Freneh language in Canada acquhing, in 
1 969. full equciiity at die federal le\('l and in du' pro\ ince ufNew Brunswick 
and sirhing lor a near-monopoly in the pro\’ince ol'Qiieb('c (1974). To this 
has to be added Canada’s progi*ani, from 1971 on, to promote 
multieulturalism by aiding ethnic groups ol' non-English and non-Ereneh 
mother tongue, a progi'am which between 1971 and 197-1 led the three 
Prairies Pro\'inc('s to enact law's admitting all minority tongues to the 
public schools. From thi.s, both pre-Columbian and immigrant languages 
haw d('ii\'ed considei'able benefit. 

In Greenland, long the countiy with the Western Hemisjrhere’s most 
ad\’anc('d language policy, no basic changes wr'i'c' needed to keej) up with 
this spirit of the limes. 

do the south we notice an increasing regard for Indian and creole 
languages. Mexico took the k'ad some decades ago by adoj)tingthe '‘biidge 
approach" in scirools, and Brazil in P170 and Ik'ru in 1972 prodainred 
bilingnality for schools sening tlu' Indian population. In a numlx'r oi' 
countries, nondominant langiiagr's ha\'(' c'c'cn become ollicial or .semiolfi- 
cial. In the Netherlands Airtilles, I’apiomentu .since 1966 has been the 
second olfic ial language of the islands of Curac^ao. i'Vi'uba, and Bonarres: 
Haiti’s constitution, a.s of 1964, rc'cogirized Franco-Ch'cole {Qrolr) as a 
working language in fact though not in name; Paragi:a\'’s 1967 constitu- 
tion recognized Guarani ils a national language (Ix)tli in fact mid in name), 
while Peru in I97.'r made Qiiechua the nation’s second official language 
in name to Iregin with: much has .still to be done to implement this law. 

Until recmtly, it v\'as possible to \ entiire an admitteclK' crude genei'ali- 
zation regarding th(' global issue of language mtiinlcnance \'s. language 
shift. /Vfiica and th{' ;\mericas, .so the- stalemeirt went, were leaning toward 
language shill in order to reduce the numlx'r of tribal tongues and, in die 
New World, also of immigrant tongues. In Iturope and yVsia, on the other 
hand, the psychological climate was held to be more favorable to language 
retention. I’his juxta})osition is bc'ginning to get blurred, chiefly because so 
many vVmerican nations are mcning in the diirx'tion of greatc'r freedom for 
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ihcmaiiU('s^aiK’c and ;ls a concotniuinl Ibi' tiic iinroldinirofnondoniinaiU 
ianiaiagcs.

(1) 'The tcnitoiy pro{X‘r of the United States consists of fifty com[X)nent 
states (of which one, Ha\vaii, lies outside continental America), and the Federal 
District ofColumhia, which comprises the ledcnd capital of Washington. 

(2) 'rhc uniiicoiporated politics include the free associated C’ommonwcallh 
of Puerto Rico, die organized 'renitoiies of the \irgin Islands and Guam, 
and the possession of AmiMican Samoa. Ameiican sovereignty over the 
Philippines, another unineoqK}r<itcd ]x>liiy, lasted from 1898 to 19J6. 

(3) Under the control and juiisdictioii, but not the* sovenignty, of the* 
United Stales are the Caiuil Zone, leased from Panama in 1903 for an 
indefinite' period of limc\ and the 'Faist Tcnitoiy of the Pacific Islands, 
administered under a trusteeship of die United Nations since 1917. ;VficT 
W Olid W ar If two more island groups were for a while under American 
coiiirol: the Ruikvii Islands (1 943- 1972) and the Bonin Islands (194.3-1968).

State and Local Authorities 

.All maltei's which arc' not included in tlu' fi'deral pow(*i-s according to 
.Aniclc' 1. Section 8, fif'the Constilulion are leseived to the state.s, whose 
administrative autonomy is limited by .Article 1. Sections 9 and 10. The 
eveiyday life of the United Stales eiti/.en today still lakes place primarily in 
till' sphere' ofeomjX'tence ofstate authorities oi' local govenimcnt.s, both of' 
which arc' responsible to him. Certain biLsie features are common to the 
const ilulions ol'all stale's: ’t he e.xecutive' power rc'sls with a gove*i nor elee'led 
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b)* the people. WitJi him there Is also an elected representathe body whicli 
consists of a senate and a house of represeiitath cs. Of all the states, only 
Nebraska, in I9!H, adopted a unicameral system. The administration of 
justice is handled at the lowest les el by justices of the peace, at tlie second 
lc\cl by reguhu' courts known by ditlcrent luunes hi various suites, iuid at 
the highest level by a couil ol'appcal called in most slates tlie supreme court. 

go\'eniment Is based on the county (in lx)uisiana called the paiisfi) 
as the largest tenitonal unit and on townships (in New England, town) as the 
smallCvSt tenitonal unit, with recognition of' the special status of the city. A 
I'ariety of difTcrences iii detail exists; for example, in N'irginia the city Ls not 
incoiiiorated into the county bnt exists side by sid<* with it; in New England 
the township and not the county fomis the nucleus oflocal goi’cnimeiU; the 
cits' of New \'ork is disided into several counties; and the county docs not 
exist in Alaska. ;Vs a rule, local olficials arc not appointed by die state but 
are elected by the people of the j)ailicular disiiict. w hich results in great 
disersity in the (i)nnaiion and handling ofkx al administration. 

From ilic standpoint of minority rights, it is especially imjiortani that 
education is a concern of indis'idual .states and not of the federal govein- 
ment. At the community level, education is only .seldom jilaced under 
authorities established for genenii adininistratK'c functions; education is 
either subject to the authority of 'an indejKMidenl school district or, in the 
framework of a town or county administration, is under a board ofla\incn 
elected by the citizens specificiilly for puiposes of school go\enimcnt. 

In its w ork, this board of education is not .subject to intciiercnce Irom 
other organs of the town or political community. Independent school 
districts are controlled also by .such an elected school board (KJoss. 19.50, 
pp. 676-G83). 'Fhe aiuliority of such school boards is extensKe. 'fliey 
(‘nijiloy teaclici's. (Today, ol'coui'se, tlie school hoards usualh' follow die 
professional acK ice of the school .sujierintcndent, who is apjioinied by the 
board.} "Ehe .school board can expand or restrict the curriculum; most 
impoilantly, a decision by the State Supreme Court of Illinois in 1874 
(Sliiar/ r. School Dishid of Kalamazoo^ 30 Mk higan 09) confinned the right of 
school hoards to inUoduce the teaching of non-I*aigllsli langaiages in public 
schools (.see also Section -1-4).

I'he l)asic fc-atiues of.‘\mcricaii state and local govcmniieni are widely 
known. Howev er, more inibnnation should be provided about an admin- 
istrative institution- the tenitoty - which has played an important role in 
American hi.stoiy but which exists todav' principiiUv in remote areas (the 
\'ugin Islands. Chinm) and is unknown outside the United Slates. The 
word /e?77/o/r has tw'o meanings in /Vmcncan English: (1) the genenil mean- 
ing 'YegioiV’ and (2) the meaning "teniloiy" m an administrative sense. 
American adininisimiivc practices create confusion at times by neglecting 
to distinguish between these’ two meanings. For example, the tenn trust 
t{’rj'ii{uy is misleading lor the Pacific regions that have been given in linsi 
to the United States (I'anand, 19(K). j^p. (i76-()81). 

The term icrrilorv denotes a region directly under the jurisdiction ol’ 
the fedenil goveinnicnt. (Goveinmcnl is usc’d in the Ameiican sense of 
executive plus legislative plus judieijil branches.) In placing the lerriioiy 
under the jurisclietion of the federal government. Congi e.ss [xtsses an C)i - 
gtmic Art (hat clelennines the main features of civil administration and 
adminisiralion of justice. Fan and (1900. p. (>81) offei-s the following defini- 
tion: d'en ittHy is an .\menean possession which has an elected re[)resenla- 
livc body and is scheduled to iK’come a future state. Puerto Rico, however, 
has a lojig wav' to go before becoming a stale, and the X'iigin Islands and 
(Juam are even today not thought oldn lenns ol'lheir elevation into .stales.

'Fhc Organic Act of Congie.ss rcfeired to above prevents possible 
arbitraiy rule l)y executive authorities appointed by the fccU'ral govern- 
ment. -At ih<‘ same time, the tc'nitoiy po.s.sesses ils own tirgan for legislation, 
whic h is not neces.sarily elected or limited to this one task (I'anand. 189(>; 
Willoughby. 190.)). Subordination under Congress meant that miliuny 
authorities weii’ in all cases at once supeixeded bv' civil authoiities.

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/Ml lemtorics liave a governor who Ls appointed i^y Uie Prosidcnl wnth 
the consent of tlie Senate and selves i\s supieme execiitiw authonty. 
Likewise ail tcnitorics lia\'C sc\'ci*al similarly ajDpointed federal judges who 
sene as highest administrator of justice. Unless sjX'cilicd diflercnily bs' the 
federal gowrnment, tlie authority of the lenitoiial legislatures extends as 
liu' its tlie authoiity of the legislatures of die regular states. 'Lheir legislative 
acts must be reported at fixed inteivals to die President, howe\ er, and can 
at any tune be invalidated or clianged by the Icdend goxeniment, a 
jirerogiuiw repeatedly exercised against the Monnons in Utah (T’airand, 
1896, p. 49). In 1884, the Sujiremc Coun {Murp/i}' k Rmmn\ 1 14 U. S. l.o) 
stated that Congress possesses neaii\- unrestneted authority o\ er teiritoiics. 
idthough Congiess was limited by the Constitution in deeding willi the fully 
incoi]Dorated teiriton' ol that time (faniind, 1896, pp. Pomeroy, 

1888, jx -H)3; and Stoiy, 1873, p. 200). 

A second, more indirect means ol fcderal control was the veto power of 
the gownior ap|x>iiited by die federal government. From the beginning, in 
some tenitoiies, diis \ eto could be ox creome b)' a nvo-diirds majority of 
the elei'tcd I'eprcsentatives. 4'his jjrocedure xvas iiKOpKnaled in otJier 
tenitories by later provisions. For instance, the governor had unfunited 
jxiwcr in New Mexico, 1850' 1868; in Colorado, 1861-1863; in Arizona, 
1863-1873; and in Oregon and Utah throughout the temtoiial phase. 

X'ital dilferonces concerning die legislative branch existed within the 
framework common to idl tenitoiies (Table 1 - 1 ). The uiiicmnend legislatures 
of Guam and the \nrgin Islands are the result of the small populations of' 
both tenitoiies, which made a comprehciisix e legislative stineturc iiratioiial. 

'Hie lemtories of die fii'st and .second categoiies, tenitoiies without an 
elected Ixidy, contrast with tho.se of the diird and fouiih categories, tenito- 
ries w ith an elected Ixxl)'. Histoneally speaking, the second caiegon' is the 
later branch of the fii'st categon-, and the fourth eategoi'S' is the later 
branch of the third categorx*. In many tenitoiies of the third categoiy, the 
election of the uj)per house was subsequently introduced. I his Ls what 
happened in Mi.ssi.ssipj)i in 1808; in Indiana, 1809; in Missouri, 1816; in 
Horida, 1826; and in Michigan, 1827. 

In niiiny terriloiies of the fourth categoiy, the election of the governor 
was later introduced (Puerto Rico, 1947; Guam, 1968; Virgin Islands 19(>8). 
While we have, diaelmmiccUK' s]X*;Lkiiig, four main categoiies of teirilories,

41ic icnitoiy' is an impoHant creation of Aniencan constitntionjil law 
which allbrded Anglo-Saxons and inliabitanis who were not Anglo-Saxon 
the opjx^rtimily to giun experience in the exercise of I'ar-reaching seil- 
admiiiisiraiion and .self-go\’enunent. Wliere this stage was omitted, as was 
the case in Califoniia in 1850, die young state suffered for this omission at a 
later lime (Fai rand, 1896, p. 5-1). From an educational \'ie\\point, a simi- 
larly sound and important intemiediate stage before achie\ing statehood 
in die United States was prosided in 193-f b)- the United Slates before the 
Pliilipjiine Islands were made an independent nation slate (Section 7-5).

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A rapidly incrcasiiit^ mass immigi'alion from Europe and Canada 
around 1830. 'fable l-!i prc.senis the luimlx'i’s ofimmigT-cinls to the 
United Stales wlio were boni outside the United Kin.cjdom (including 
Ireland) between 18f)G and 1880. based on the data in I'able 1-3, tJte 
percentages of roreign-boi ii pei’sons speaking a non-EnglLsh longue are 
shown in d al^lc 1-4. 

In 1850, the Gennans \sere the only important immigrant grouj); 30 
years later, several other major groups had emerged. Tile mass itnmigrti- 
tion from eastern and southern hairope begtin after 1880. I’he overall 
result of tliese immigi'ants is exidctil in the language statistics of 1910 
(K-loss. 195.3, pji. 220-235, and the Sixteenth Census). 

During the censuses of 19 10, 1920. and 1 930 the niolher tongue ofthe 
foreign-born persons was ascertained: during the 1910 and 1920 censuses 
the languages of the native-born eiiildren o(‘ foringn-bom parent.s was 
ascertained. In 19-10 the C'ensus Bureau attempted piot rejiealed in 1950- 
1960) to delenuine the language disuibution among llie total while ]X)pu- 
lalion. Only a repre.sentaiive number, however, ofthe 5“« ofilie pojinla- 
tioii was Cjuestioneti. Altliough only 5“o of the populatkm was questioned, 
the Census Bureau maintains that the resultant error is lielow 5“o liir 
ligures o\ er 10,000, less than 10®ci for figurt's lienveen 5,000 and 1 ().()()(), 
and below 20 "o for those between 2,000 and 5,000, for figures below 
2,(KK) the results differ from the actual figures by less than l0"i» in most 
cases, and only sponidic dillcrcnccs occur abov e 20“o. 

I’he mother tongue was defined as “the jiriiicij^al language sjioken in 
the home of an individual in his earliest childliood." dial is, not the present 
domestically used language but the cliildhood language, which in most 
otlier countries i.s considered tin* mother tongue. In tiie I’nited Stales 
e.sjxriallv', many persons in wh(js(‘ parental home a non-English language 
u <LS clominant use, as adults, linglish primaiily nr exclusively in their ov\ n 
familie.s. Many of them have only an imperfect command of tlieir chilcl- 
IkkkI langviage today. 4'hcrcfore. the figures |)rc.scnicd convey a pirture 
fidsely favorable to llie non-Iuiglisii languages. According to the method 
employed, tlie following percentages were detennined (dr 19 K):

who \verc not lYiglish-sj^eaking, l)ui they represemed 42‘’o of all the old 
settleix; while Italian and Yiddish rt'presented a total or2G"<j ofiill non- 
lutglish grr>iips, hut only 6"o of the old settlers, d he Swedes, in spile of die 
existence of se\ eral language pockets, did not reach lUf'o, or the 10,000 
mark lor old settlers in any state.

On die odier hand, incnibcrs of a natioiud group were iolilaiy la(e settlers in 
-Anglo-SiLxon seulemetus where they were die only large iion-lMigllsh gi oup 
of late settlers, and late cosettlers when they were one among sc\’erai foreign 
language gionps of late setders (KJoss, 1940, 1 , pp. M-26, 38). If we include 
die foreign language minorities (to which the Irish do not belong), wc 
arrive at llie following: 

1 . Solitaiy original settlers (vSpaniards ui the vSouthwesl and Puerto Rico; 
iTcnclimen ui I^uLsiana; Dutchmen in New York; Russijms in Alaska). 

2. Original cosetdci's (Germans in the ciiain of states from New York to 
Georgia, and in Ohio, West X’irginia, and Te.xas). 
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3. Soliiiuy laic settlers (a])jDroxinuueIy Ui30-1850) (Germans in tlie 
Midwest). 

4. 1.xUe cnsettlers (since 1850) (French CiUJiaclians, Scandinaxians, Diucli- 
nien, C^zcchs (since 1880) eastern and .southern Europeans, M<‘xicaiis). 

These lour ypes of edinic groups coirespond to a sciile of claims, 
pretensions, or demands with ^vhich these groujis willingly or unwittingly 
confronted the Anglo-zVineiicans, and to a sciile ol esteem or respect w hich 
the /Vnglo-/\mencan extends to the \itJil righl-s o!‘ the.se etlinic gioujjs. 
Demands and esteem are highest in the case of the solitaiy oiigiiiiil settlers 
and lowest Ibr the late coseltlers. 'i’he [bregoinggrouj)ings are not intended 
to be indexible stnictun's by which all .setllei's can Ik* judged, for otlier 
factors must sometimes be considered. For example, ilie C^ennans who 
settled in the Midwest in the nineteenth cenlun were later settlei's from the 
|)oinl ofvicw of the nation at large, but they were oiiginal s(*ltlers, along 
witli the Anglo-SiLxons, from die point of \ iew of' the respeclh e tenitories 
and slates.

Definition of Minority Law 

In this book ail state and local regulations, measures, and pallenis of 
belia\ior based on prescriptive law which regulate the li\ ing together of' 
gi'oups of citizens ofdificTerU motlier tongues in tlie same state arc ciilled 
nationalit}' law. E\ cn though tJie problems of certain religious minorities 
occtisionally oxcrlap those of ciiinic minorities, they do not belong to the 
topic of tills l^ook. Xor do the problems of raciiil gi oujis. such as iJiose of 
the twenty million /Vmcrican Xegi'oes, reeci\ e consideration in this \ oI- 
ume. The problems facing racial minority gioups are often the opposite of' 
lliose facing the {'oreigii-kuiguagc groups, Foi'cign-speiiking minoiaties can 
achie\*e ccjual status with th(‘ IhiglLsh-speiiking majority gi'oups only when 
they aie able to culti\ate their own language through separate jDublic or 
prixate institutions. On tlic other hand, the stniggle of racial gioups has 
little to do with language diflejcnccs but is directed tfiward alx>lishing 
spcciiiJ institutions established by the state for this rackil gi'oup, pailicularly 
toxvard abolishing sepamte schools. 

A difiicuU and tense double {lolarily exists xvhere sej^arate etlinic groups 
dilfer f'rom .‘\iiglo-Ajnei icans by lioth language and race, as is the case willi 
the Hawaiians among the original settlers and th(‘ Mexicans among the 
late scttlei's. In their I'acid policy, tlic Mexicans must demand admission to 
the genci'iil jxililic sc hools, exon though scxcnil factoid xxoukl speak in 
fax or of separate schools, at least in the* lii-st geiK'i atioii. 

'rile Indians arc not tr eated in this book, ex en diough or iginally they 
spoke non-English languages and quite a fc'w still sjieak one today. 1 he 
largest Indian language group in the United States, the Naxajo, is esti- 
mated to lx* 120,000 persons. /Vmcrican Indians xveie always fi-agmented 
into a x an’ely of small language* groups which wer e without a system of 
xxTiiing, with notable exceptions. 'I’he Chei okees hax c and use tlicir ox\u 
script, (Icx ised iry .Sec|uoya, and other written forms exist hegiirning xxilh 
John Eliot's Indian grammar of KihO in Massachusetts arid the earlier 
work in this field by tire 1 'rend i Jest tils in Canada, 'fire fragmentation and 
tire differt‘iit d(*gi'(*e of'c ixilization h('txve(*ii the x\ bites and the Indians were 
the pr inci|)al f{*asons why lurglisli was instituted as the language in federal 
institutions for Indians. 'Hie regionaf scattering oftlie Indians and in many 
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cases tlieir intcriribal a\crsions prcN'cnted them from deaJuig Nsnili die 
wiiitcs cus an imilied group until well into the twcnlicUi cciiluiy. The hLstoiy 
of die relations between Indians and Anglo-Saxons belongs more in a 
treatment of rachil dian nationality law and is so \ asl a topic dtat it would 
have to be detilt with in a separate book, for which other sources tlian those 
used ill diis \ olume would have to be consulted. 

\\'h(‘re tenns like “nationality,” “ethnic gioup ” or “minoiity” are used 
here, they refer always, unless expressly stated odienvise, to a gi oup speak- 
ing a non- English language. Part of the American literature about minority 
questions siineix from the I'aet that tlie tenns “minority,” “race,” “ethnic 
grou}^,” etc., arc used within die fi amcwork of one and the same book to 
refer to language and lucial groups. It is not al\^'ays clear in such books that 
the needs of die.se two sepaptile gioujxs are opposite nor how complicated 
and confusing die .situation becomes especially where one gi ouj>, for ex- 
ample, die Mexicans, belongs to both t^pes. 

Tlie minority la\\.s deal basicalh- \\itlj gmups of j^eixous w ho are 
cilizims of dieir cotmiiy of residence, Neidier die imini.gi ation laws, the 
alien laws, nor the naturalization laws are part of the minority laws. i'he.se 
three laiv.s detil uidi the stages through which die foreign-lioni membei's of 
a niinorit)’ must pa.ss before they are citizens of' die United Slates and 
member's of a minority, 'flie immigiation laws regulate die question of 
wnedier and under what conditions they are pemiilted to enter the toun- 
tiy. I'he idieii laws regulate tlieu* legal position after dieir immigi-alioii as 
far as it dilfei's liom that ol' American citizens, d'hc naturalization law 
liiiiilly opens -or perhaps impedes die pmeess for obtaining .American 
citizenship. Immigrants eon.siitutc a nationid minority only after liaxing 
become .American citizens. Incidentally, the naiiinillzed citizens, inilike die 
iuui\'C-boni, are still subject to some Irgid restrictions. 7’he.se three laws 
include also lho.se immigrants who.se modier tongue is English but who, 
aftiM' naturalization, do not f'onii a language minority, for exanijile, immi- 
grants from Finland or English-spetiking Canada. The sepai'alion of mi- 
nority law and die three abo\e-inerUioned knvs cannot always be clcarK- 
maimained. For exanijile, a PeiinsyKaiila law o(' 189.^ pixnidcs that in 
counties with 10.000 inhabitants boni in the Getinan I'^nipiie, certain 
no(ic(’s niusi be publislied in (iennan (Sedum Xo distinction was 




made o\'cn though diesc people had ui die meaiuime become /\jiu‘ricaii 
citizens. 

Naturalization laws assume considerable uiiportance w Idi resjx*ct to 
minonty law's where groups that do not speak English arc denied the right 
to become American citizens, for they are tluTcby also prevented from 
becoming an ethnic groujj, a minority in the nairower sense of die w ord, 
'riiis denial became reality on sex eriil occasions not because of the immi- 
grants’ native language but because of their race. As late as 1922, the 
Supreme Court luled that a Japan-bom Jajxmese “being clearly not a 
Caucasian” could not be naturalized [Takao Ozaica v. United States, 260 U. S. 
j 78) and diat already naturalized Ibn'ign-bom Japaiu'.se are not legtil 
citizens {\'amn.shita i\ Hinkle^ 260 U. S. 199). 

I'A'en American-1 )oni children of /\sians needed a decision of the 
Su[)reme Court fI898) to rule that they wei e citizens accoi cling to jus soli 
[L nited States \ I oug A/w Ark, 1 69 U. S. 6 t9). As for die ^ lexicaiis, a led(‘ral 
district court d<‘cided in 1897 iliat diey could become c ilizens rcgiirdless of 
their racial allinity (in re Rodriquez , 81 Fed. 337=1 Dec. Dig. 61) because 
the U eaty ol’(juadelu|x* Hidalgo (1848) gituited citizenshiji to all Mexican 
inhabitants of the newly annexed ten itoric-s regardless ol their nice. Hut as 
for natundizing C’anadiaii and South American half-breeds and Indians, 
the coums repeatedly issued iK‘gati\e decisions. 

During die course of diis centiuy the United States granted the light of 
natunilization to sevend ethnic groups, atiKing them the Chinese and 
Indians, until the Immigialion and Naturalization Act of I9.o2 (66 Sta. 
2.39, sec. 311; U.S. Code 1422) abolished all racial limitations. 

A New Structural Principle for Minority Rights 

Minority law’ may lx* subdivided according to several criteria. A real!)’ 
useful division (and one \\iiich, ils far as can be seen, has not lx:en CiuniecI 
out systematically in other literature) is the one into tolerance-oriented and 
promotion-oriented niinoiity rights, 'rolerance-oriented minority rights 
are the sum of tho.se legal nomis, customai"^- laws, and measures with 
which die state and the public institutions dependent ujxin it (especially the 
public schools) jirovide for the minorities and which, il'need be, protect for 
(he minorities the right to culth’ate ihtdr language in a pri\alc sphere, 
namely, in the family and in private organiziuions. For furllier iidomiation 
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nn th(' concept ofiirivatc sclf-go\ eminent, see tunong othci's Kioss (1951 a, 
pp. 61-93, cs}Dccially pp. 70-73). I'uitlicr infommtion on the application of 
pn\'alc self-government to minoriU’ rights may be found in Penithalcr 
(1962, pp. 50-89, esprcuilh* pp. 75-79). 

In contrast to tolerance-orienlcd minority rights, promotion-oriented 
minorirv' rights regulate how public institutions may use and culm'ate the 
languages and cultures of the minorities. In a democratic state, tolerance- 
oriented minority rights may be dcriv’cd (rom the principle of foimal 
equality whereas promotion-oriented minoriw riglits can be dcrh^cd onh’ 
from Uie principle of material equality, 

A meaningful example of a distinction between tolcraticc-oricntcd and 
promotion-oriented minority rights is found in Article XIX of the Austrian 
C Constitution of December 21 , 1867, which in the opinion of most legal 
cxperLs in Austria is still ui force (Emiacora, 1963, pp. 530, 532). /\i*ticle 
XIX slates (Hugclmann, 1934, pp. 81-82): 

1, /Ml ethnic gi oups of the state enjoy equal rights, and each ctlinic gi oup 
has an im ioiable riglu to the preserv’ation and cultK'aiion of its nationality' 
and language. 

2. The equal status of all rcgiontiUy customary languages of'tJie empire! in 
schools, oflices, and in pul:)lic life is recognized by the state, 

Tltc fmit paragraph concerns tlie preseivation and cultivation oi* tlieir 
scpai'ate identity by the minorities themscK'es and Is therefore a toleraiicc- 
oriented minority right. 4Te .second paragraph promises them tlic recogni- 
tion and use of their languages by the organs of the state and is tJiercforc a 
promotion-oriented minority right. The .second part of this paragraph, 
!iowc\'er, limits tins right to the languages common in that specific area, 
'ritls led to tlie Czech language’s being tolerated and promoted by the 
Austrian Empire in Bohemia and Mora\ia, \vhere it was indigenous, but 
not in Vienna, according to a decision of the Rcichsgericht of Octol^er 19, 
1904, where tlie Czech language had been cairicd by later migi'ations but 
had not yet liecome customaiy (Hugclmann, 1934, pp, 4I8-T19). The 
toleratif)ii granted in paragiaph 1, on the other hand, applied witliout 
restrictions to tlie Czechs in X^ienna. 




Tolerance-Oriented Minority Rlglits 



In certain instances lolerance-onenieci minority rights must ix* esiai)- 
iished by explicit legal proxision. But here loo the content is pa.ssi\ c ttjlera- 
lioii, not active enforcetneni by the state. /\s soon as the law is established, 
the siunt‘ principle ajDplies to it that aj>j)lies to the lemaining tolcraiion- 
onentecl minorit)’ rights: it is heard of only when violated, 'il’an inteiTen- 
don of the stale is demanded, the retil desire Is iilways directed only toward 
the restoration of tlie frt'c sphere; materially spciiking. it is not a positive 
content that Is at sliike, but a restoration of die conditions for the unre- 
stricted acts of persons in the sj^here which is free of state controf' 
{Raschhofer, 1931, p. 106). The following belong to the tolerance-oi iented 
minority rights (Raschholer, 1931, pp. 84, 104-105): 

1. In the widest s('use: the trinity — as distinguish(*d in .\merica— of nalurid 
rights such as life, libert)’. properly, olVixil rights sucli as contracts and 
competence, and of'politictil rights such as the i jght to \ ote and the right to 
hold ofiice, 

' 2 . In a wide sense: the right of the individual to use his mother tongue at 
home and in public. 

3. In a naiTow sense: freedom of assembly and organization, the right to 
establish pi ix aie cultural, economic, and stx ial institutions and to use t)iie's 
mother tongue in these. 

4. In the nanowest st*ns{‘: (he rigln to eullivale one's own language in 
pri\ ate schools. 

In die widest sense, the coneepi of tolerance-orienied minority rights 
assumes that members of an edinic gi'ou}) haw die same needs as do all 
other citizens; it represc‘iUs no linoied m^aunem of' the i‘lhnic group and 
do(‘s not coneeni matters of a sjiecilicalK' ethnic and lingual nature. In a 
wide sens(‘. tolerance-oriented minority rights also aflecl onl) indi\idual 
eoneerns. but in an area where the indK idnal runs mncli more risk ol'being 
alli’cted. parlieularly in his capacity as a member of an ethnic group. 
Certain right.s which c(.mcern lociU insiiuiiioiis of an ethnic group, such a.s 
r)rganizanoiis and new.spapei's, reijrescnl die third grou[), tlie nairower 
sjihere of tolerance-oriented minority rights. But the loleiation of an orga- 
nization of a minority does not automatically include the toleration of the 
language of die minoriu . In e\ en ils exemjilaiy and generous a state as was 
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tiie Austnaii Empire willi respect to minoriiies, instances arc kncasii where 
inembei's of an ethnic gi oup were pcmiitied to cstablLsIi j)n\ atc organiza- 
tions but not to cultivate their language ui them (Hugclmann. 1934, p. 
^141). innaUy, die ligiits in the mm owest sense are distinguished by pemiit- 
ling the cultivation of the mother longue in pii\aie schools. Only by 
lolemting foreign language schools, i.e., in die luuTowesl s]>here ol' toler- 
ance-oriented niLnority rights, does the slate accommodate itself' to the 
continued existence of the particular language among future generations, 
Cloiiscqucndy, the toleration ofprix atc foreign-language school instniction 
represeiiLs the most important part of the tolerance-oriented minority 
rights and, at the same time, its most sensitiv e part, against which attacks 
by the* dominant spcecli comnumiiy arc most likely to ensue even in a 
tolerantly govenietl state. 

Toleration of “Outside Promotion” 

In some ca.ses the liost coumiy will jillovv die kin-slate of an ethnic 
gi'oup to promote institutions cle.sigiicd to senx* the cultural life ol'a resident 
minority group, paiticularly the development of etimic schools. An ethnic 
group may have several kin-slates; for tlic Mexicans there are Mexico and 
S])aiii, i'or the I'rt'uch ofXevv England, Qiiebec and hVaiKC. Since this 
promotion comes from outside the host suite, il may he called oubhic fmmotm. 

Simpk h’onuUm-Onenled (or "homothe"} Rights, 4’he host state keeps it.s 
own stale language as the language of oHicial communication to all grouj)s 
within the state. Nevnlli(4e.ss, minoiity languages are pemiilled in texts 
flow ing from public onices and institutions which deal direedy w'itli oi‘ 
.sene die minonties as, f'or example, in legal nolice.s. In some instances, 
simple jDromotion-orieuted law also jicmiits j)ublicalion of pending or 
enacted legislation in the language of' the minority. Sucli jniblications are 
read by liie memlxTs of llu‘ minority with beiu‘lit; their relationship to the 
state Ls thereby im]iroved lioih individually and collectively. But other 
iiihabitant-s who sjx^ak other languages are not obliged to take notice of 
these puliiicatioiw; llie relationship ofthe.se other inhabitants to the state Ls 
not adecuxl In- such pul^Iicalion, especially sinct' these translations have no 
legal standing. 

We .should point out that special jiublic funds must he (‘amiarked for 
the printing of doeumenls iti miiiorilv languages. Such funds have often 
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been appropriated for such publications as, for example, to pay tlie cost of 
piTJiling the non-English \ ersions of law collections (Sections 2-1,4 -2, 5-2, 
5-S, 6-3), 'To trace sucli citscs in detail would go ijeyond the scope of this 
book; it would, ho\ve\'cr, make a useful minor stud\' to compile a chronicle 
of such resolutions from a single state, such as New Mexico, PennsyU ania, 
I^)uisiana, or Ohio. 

It Ls not always easy to determine how I'ar the instruction in non- 
English languages in the United States is part ol' minority law. /Vs a rule of 
thumb, we may say that so far as instmetion in German, French, and 
Spanish is concerned, it is part of minoriu' law only in the lbllo\\ ing cases: 

1. In grade schools when tlie students or at least their parents spcitk 
])ritnarily Gemian, French, or Spanish. 

2. In high schools and colleges when the language is culii\'alcd not onl\' as 
a subject but also as a tool of instmetion. 

'Flic teaching of langTiages Uiat enjoy less (hequenl international irsage, 
such as Czech or Swedish, may be considered j)ait of minority rights when 
they are taught in high schools and colleges, if their inclusion in tlic 
cumculum Ls caused by the presence of a large gi oup of peoj^le who use 
these languages in their daily lives. Idiis was genenilly die case in the 
United States iiniil die middle of die twendeth ccntiny, 

Cenain special problems of toleration-oriented rights arc clo.scly inter- 
laced widi promotion-oriented rights, for example, die special problem 
whether, within the framework of general civic equality, access to official 
positions is open to members of die ethnic gi oup in the same way that it is 
to Aiiglo-.'\mericans and wiiether consequendy “ofiiciaLs” and “citizens” 
spcjik the same language. 

Expajisiou of homolion-Orimted Minority Rights. Sim)?le minority’ rights 
may be ex|)audccl in two w'ays. Fii'sl, the state can grant the minority die 
right to care for its inleriud alTaij's through its own public orgaits, which 
amounts to the state’s allowing .self-go\’eniment for die minority group. 
These organs in such case, of course, use die language of die minoiiiy side 
hy side widi or e\ en in place of the language of the counliy. Such a public 
sclf-go\'cmmcnt of an ethnic gi oup may either lie direct and on a pei-sontil 
basis (rare in the United States) or on an indirect and regional basis. 
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Such self-goveming, sometinies self-niiing, aieas in vcliidi most of’lhc 
popuiaiion spc<ik a non-English language haw not been hard lo find in ilie 
United Stales. Even where tlie etlinic group in a certain administrativ e unit 
Ibnns only a minoril\\ it has a concern in the granting of' regioiKil self- 
administration. since it can press its special claims belter vvidi the govern- 
ment of a region than witli the federal government. 

rVnothcr expansion of jnomoiion-onented minority rights consists of' 
the stale’s usiiig the minority language in its relations not only willi the 
minoiiiy but dso with tiie total pnj:)iilatioii. In this case tiio.sc ciiUens who 
are not members of the ethnic group come in contact with the langtiage <jf 
the minonty. In siu'h cases we may speak of complete ecjualiiy of minori- 
ties. When the language of an ellmie giouj) is being used not only in 
publications of' the legislature !)ur also in its deliberations, all repie.senta- 
ti\es who speak othei- languages come directly into contact with the hui- 
guage of the ethnic group. 'Ehe)- have to listen to speeches made in it. hut 
only those of' them who have a command oflliis language v\ ill be* al)le to 
become speakers of the k'gislative body. I’lie same thing happens when the 
texts of laws in languages of various niinoiities are declared aiitJieniie .so 
that, before handing down llieir decisicais, judg(‘s wlio are not nK'inbers of 
a |)artieular ethnic gioup will hav(‘ lo consult llie version in the language of 
that miiK)nty. 'Ellis ecjual status of minonty languages may Ix^ achieved 
especially easily in place's where the ethnic grou}) ha.s received regional self- 
government via the indirect minority law, as discussed at the beginning ol' 
this section. 

K\l)ed{miy- Based Bomoliie Ri^his. Promotion-oiicntcci (or “IVomotivc") 
1'iglu.s are usuiilly more favorable to ethnic gioups than are tolerance- 
oriented liglils. However, although the concept may Ix* (‘levaled lo higher 
fomis of civil and legal seif-government or of' equality among nationalities, 
it inav on tlic other hand also be restricted to eleinenlaiv fonns which are 
aeluidly of less value to the ellmie gi’oup than are tho.se of the tolerance'- 
oriented minoiity rights. Such clementarv’ fbnns arc designed to .serve 
C(‘iiain ends of the gov'emmenl rallu'r than (he concerns of tlie minoritv'. 
\Ve may sjx'jik in this connection ciliptically ol' expediency-lw.sed promo- 
tive law. Such puiposcful promotion occni's, for example, when the state 
generally ignores the languages of'the etlinic gi'oups but makes use of diem 
in sending its non-linglisli-sjxaking citizens lax notifications, or when die 
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slate grants a modest and insufiicieiu promotion to tlie language ol'an 
etlmic group in its jjubiic schools because it hopes to lure students away 
fi'om prj\'atc schools which arc prc'clominanily or jiarlially conducted in 
(he language of the minoniy. 

\Vc may add to this cat<‘gor\’ also instances in which certain time- 
limited promotion-oriented measures are tied to the presence of a mini- 
mum number of forcign-boni membci's of a gi\'cn language grouj>. In 
these instances public notices or laws in languages of the minority ai e in

2- 1 Congress and the German Language 

The German Language during the Continental Congress 

During tlu‘ yrai's oftlu* War olTudupcucIciue, ihc CoininciUal Cem- 
gress iiad Gcnnan translations priiitcd of many of its proclamations {Jour- 
nals of the Coulinenlal Congress, 1774-1789\ Seidcnsiickcr, 1878, pp. 309-318; 
1893). 'The first publication was available in 1 77-1: Ausziigeaus den Stimmungen 
uml Vahondbmgm de.\ Anieiikanischen Confesses win lesfen l/mde. (lehallen zu 
PhUadelfdiia . . . (“Kxcnpts from the N'otes and Deliberations of the Ameri- 
can Continental CongTcss Held in Philadelphia . . Some* ol'the later 
ducuinents urwhich tlie ConlinenUil Coiigiess had (jennan \ ersions piinled 
were: a circular letter to its constituents of December 10, 1 776: a rcjxa t of 
1777 about the bchaxior t>f the enemy annies (4,000 English, 2,000 Ger- 
man copies); a declaration of April 23, 1778, concerning the treatment of 
such Anerican citizens or such immigiants who would come o\ei' from 
the British to the American side (oOO English, 200 (Jennan copies); and a 
circular letter ofSeptemljer 1 3, 1 779, to the x oici^. 

(^njune 28, 1775, the Congress agreed to print and distribute a leu^*r 
(naturally in (Jemian) ofthe Lutheran and Reformed clergN of Pennsyha- 
nia and other prominent pci'sons “of that nation" to tlieir friends and 
countmnen in the colonies of' New York and Noi lh Carolina ap])ctiiing to 
the CJeniians in those two conle.sted areas to join (he cause of li-cedom. 
Likewise according to a de< ision of July 6, 1 777, the Congi'ess had printed 
in Gennan at its tnvii expense an appeal of the representaiix e body of New 
5'ork to its constituents. 
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riic inosi iniporiaiu Gcnnaii publication (if the Contincmixl Congicss 
was the Ck*mian edition ol' the Articles of Coiiredcnuion, which had die 
roHou'ing (jcnnan title: ‘■‘Aitikcl des I5imdcs und der inimen\ahrendcn 
Eintnu ht zwisclien don Staaten \ on New Hampshire, Mtissachnsetts 
Bay . , , riie officud recognition of tlie Gennan language in the 
publications of die CoiUinenltd Congi ess coiTospondcd to a strong and 
entluisiastie participation of most of the Gennan minority in the anned 
rebellion. 'I'liLs participation assumed almost the character of a regular 
particijiation ol'the miiifirit)’ when the Congress decided to fonii purely 
Gennan troop units, for exanijilc, as on May 25, I77(>. "one battalion of 
Ciennans." and in implementing this decision, on June 27, 1776, "four 
('ompanies ol'Ch'nnans ... in PennsyKania and lour companies in Man- 
land.*” The temi Hainan relcM's in this instance clearly to the young, almost 
exclusively American-boni, generalicm of Genna;i .Amc'rieans. "Phe lan- 
guage of command in this battalion was undoubtedly ( jonnan. Strange to 
saw the Gontinenial Gongi e.ss during the later yean of its cxLstenc(\ from 
1 7B0 to 1 78J1, issued no more Gennan jiuhlicalions, the reasons for ^\hieh 
an‘ unknown. But the use of Gennan liy the Continental Congiess during 
the years 1774-1779 meant a relatively vigorous beginning of die Ameri- 
ca n minority law on the federal le\cl. 

rile Clontinental Congi'css iK'lween 1774 and 1777 issued also a lew 
lurncli pul)licalioiis. 'Pliey were not destined lor liie fe\\ Freneh-s[)eaking 
inhabitants of the rebellious colonies, but for die inhabitants of the present 
proN'ince ol'Qiieliec, who w ere, among othei's, addressees of three special 
circular Iettci*s ol'liic Congix'.ss. It was .still hoped at that time that they 
c’ould lx‘ induced to join tlie rebellion. In this instance minority rights an* 
imoKed insofar as liie hVench Canadians wc^rc addressed not as foreign el's 
but as exjK cted future citizens of the United States. Of the (it's! of these 
iiuprim.s, a "I/'tler to the InliahilaiilsofC^uebec," dated (Jclotier 26, 1774, 
there appeared ollicial editions in l-aiglish, French, and (h-mum. It was 
I’olliAved by two more k'tters dated May 29, 1 775, andjanuaiy 2-1, 1 776. A 
French translation of even llu* Articles ol’War adopted .\o\ ember 7, I 775, 
was ordered to be .sc'iit to Canada, tiie dek’gates olMously (’lierishing hope 
that ev(Milually Fretic li-sjx'ukiiig units Ifom (.Xieliee might join the Ameri- 
can annv. 
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Ho\ve\er, the relationship between the rebels and Qiieijcc was am- 

hieiious. In October of 1774 tlv Cominental ContJ^ess in tliree great 

= nionsirations canic out against the so-called Qiicbt'c Act of June !22, 

i/7‘l, in which Great Britain made concessions to the French in present 

Qiicl^ec in regard to the ext'icise of the Catliolic religion, an act which ' as 

Uiken b)’ llie Con tine nliil Congiess as a threat to the Protestant religion in 

\onh Ameiica. It Ls far from certain wheilier the French Canadituis would 

haw been able to pieseive their idemiiy widiiii tlie fi-aincwt)rk ol' the 

United States as easily as lliey did under the Pa iiish crown (Rloss, 1 940, pp. 

82-85f

The Attempt of 1794-1795 in Congress 

At the Ix'gituiing of 1794, Gennan citizens of Augusta County, \'ir- 
ginia, petitioned the Fliird Congi'css to always pnm a certain number oi' 
Gemian copies ol'fedenil laws (Kloss, 1940, p]>. 86-92; Ijjhr, 1931, pp. 
28:)-290). A Gongi cssional committee consisting of Daniel Hiesterand F. 
A. Muhlenberg, Rcpre.seiuatKcs from Pennsylvania, and F. Pre.slon, Rep- 
resentative from \4rginia, projjoscd this measure to the House on Apnl I . 

1 794; iiowe\er, it ^vas not \oted on. Again, at tiie end of'that \car a now 
ihrec-man comniillee fHie.ster, Moore, Bjildwin) took up the matter and 
recommended at the lK*ginning of 1 795 Uuu 3,000 copies should be piinted 
of the pre\'iously enacted IcdcrtU laws and that as many copies in Gennan 
ought to Ik' {)riiUed of aU future session laws as w'ere reciuesled by represen- 
talhcs hoin districts w ith “(jcnnan citizens.” 

'Phe matter came to a \olc onjanuan* 13, 1795. 1’lie Sjieiiker of tlu* 
House. I'.A. Muhlenberg, \acated the post to Representathe Da\id Cobb 
of'Ma.ssaduisetts, wlio presided o\er the vote. Forty-one voles \\cre cast in 
lirt or aixl forty-uvo against die recommendation. 4he names of' the suj)- 
j)orlei‘s and opjx>nenls ;ue not known. It is, howex'cr, certain that die 
outcome was extuanely close. It is cci lain, fiirthennore, dial Muhlenberg 
vacated his jxisl and just, diereiiy, got the chance to lip the sciilcs. It is, 
therefore, \ eiy likely that MuhlcnlxMg was re.sjxxisible for the outcome of 
the vole to tlie disacK antage of the Gennan language. This likelihood 
becomes a certainty uisol'ar cus die later \ar\ing and inconsistent oral 
tmditioii almost exclusiv ely points to F.A. Muhlenberg as die man respon- 
sible (or the defeat of tiie G(*mian language. However, a coniemporcuy, 
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Hclmuth, whose tesiimony would su{H(’c as proof, does not name 
Muhlenberg dircedy; he only speaks of “a Gennan proud Idol . . . who 
clelilxmtcly thwarted the best interest of his nation and his constituents.” 

On Felmiaiy 1(>, 1795. the quesiion was raised again in die plenaiy 
session, l^epresentatix c Hailley of Reading, Penns)'l\ ania, strongly favored 
tile publication of a Gennan \ ersion of lederal laws; other representatives 
opposed it. For example, Elias Boudinot and William \'. Murmy (Mar)’- 
land) declared that in England laws were nes'cr published in Welsh. A now 
\ ()te does not seem to ha\e lx*en Uikcn. fliat was probably die last reading 
of the matter. 

Dunng the nineleenlii ceiilur\’ the e\enls ol’ 1 794 and 1 795 ga\'c rise to 
the so-called Muhlenheig legend. According to diis legend, Gongicss - or 
according to another x eraon, PennsyKnnia duiing or soon after the W ar 
orindepeiidcnt'c wanted to abolish English its die ollicial language and to 
replace it with Gennan; but this action was thwarted by Miililenberg’s 
\ote. Ob\'iousl\', this legend slemnied liom a confusion of the events of 
1 794-1795 In Coiigiess and dio.se of 1B37 in PennsyUania (Sertion 5-3). 

In 1 798 a new attempt in fa\*or ol Gemian .seems to liavc lieen made. 
'I'he message of' President Adams of April 7, 1798, dealing will i direclKcs 
gix'en to and me.ssages received frcuii .American represent at Kes in Paris, 
appeared in a Gennan xei-sion (.Seideiistirker, 1893, p. 150). 4’he docu- 
iiients oft he sessioji proxidc no clue, however, as to whether or not this was 
an ollicial publication. On Apnl h, 1798, two reciiicsls by Brook and 
Williams lor the printing of a larger number of copies of 'liie nie.ssage than 
had been originally planned were rejected after a rather long debate 
widiotit mentioning a Gennan edition. Ncxci-dielcss, it becomes evident 
that the number ol' copies was disputed; the incident uould merit a thor- 
ough inx'esligalion as far as the language C|ue.stioji is concenied [Debates and 
hoceediua^s of the I dited States Fifth Confess. 1 85 1 , col. 1 337- 1 380). 

/\n Attempt in 1843: Its Forerunners and Follow-Ups 

During the 1830s die number of German immigi'ant.^ increased cc)n- 
siderably. Among them were snndl gioups of adherents of'politk"il lib(‘ral- 
ism who had left Gemiany mor e or le.ss im’olunlarily. Se\'eral of tiicsc 
''30ers'' worked with gieal vigor to hav e die Gennan laiyguage granted a 
high degiee of miiionly status in those states witJi strong (jcnnan elements. 
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'i'hcy tUso csUiblishcd scvcriil nationwide organ i/ations. Tiic Allgemeinc 
Schulcommlssion dcr Deutschen in den Yereinigten Siaaien (die gencnii 
school commission ol'tlie Geniians in the United States) called in U139 for 
the establishment ol a teachers’ seniinaiy and reported that, among (ilhers, 
President \’an Bui'cn and the go\-ernoi>; of' Ohio and PeiinsyKania had 
made coiUnbulions. 'Hie Pennsylvania legislature in UMO gi'anled a char- 
ter to die “Geniian con\ enlion lor promoting education" which was to be 
the -sjxnisor of the seniinaiy and whose nienibei's, '“citizens ol the U. S. 
iK’iiig iiati\'e Geniians, or descendants of Geniians," enimsted with 
llu‘ task “to {ironiote tlu* cause of education painicularK’ among th(' Cicr- 
niaii ptipiiiaiion" (Kloss. 19-10, pp. 287-288). 

As early as 188.1 C'ongT(*ss was petitioned by Geniian liluTals lo pub- 
lish its deliberations and decisions in Gemian (Kloss, 19 K), pp. 9 l-flfn. On 
Decemlx'r 1 1. 18-^3. th<* Pennsylvania Geniian ^\ hig Representative I lenn.’ 
Frick (died 181-j) moved in Congress that the annual message of President 
IVler also be published in a Geniian edition {(Aniffe.ssional Globe I ). Repre- 
seniatix e Rmnsay <'1M iunesota (later its lirst gox enioi ) demanded that the 
reports liom the dcpaitimMils attached to the annual message be pnnted 
also in (lemi m. (His mother was Pennsylvania (icnnan.) Rejire.seniativt^ j. 
Slidell oflxiuisiana proposed to include Fi’cnch also, d’hree times in thi^ 
course ofa long debaU* it \sas nio\ed lo talili* die pmpo.sal, a niou* which 
was rejiTted by 33 to 131 votes the linst time, and by 84 to 99 x’otes the 
second tinu\ Hie third time, widi \oles deadlocked 8(i lo 8(i, the issue was 
decided against the noii-Iaiglish languages by tlu* \ ote ol'thc Speaker 
Jones. 

An analysis (’Fable 2-1) ol'the la.sl voK‘ shows the voting pattern. K we 
take all Midw<‘steni states (including Ohio) and Pennsylvania as the once 
so-cdled Geniian Bell, we lind the regional voting palUa ii shown in Fabk* 
2-2, while "Fable 2-3 shows du* x'oling jiattern according to political jiai lx 
menibei'ship. 

A ccmiparison with th(‘ lii-st vote, which was liivorable to the language 
proposal, shows that -H Represeniatiu's changed their vote; i.e., they \oted 
at liiM in liivor and at the third time against the proposed 1.3 from \ew 
York. 10 from the stnilhem .states, h from .Ww Paigland. and .3 each from 
New jeney and Ohio. In I8M, 181.3, 18U), and UU 7. Representative 
Robert Smith of Illinois (supported in 18 FI by his fellow Represcaitative 
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from Illinois, John Wcmworlh) proposed Uie publication ol' a Gemian 
edition of the Presidential message. ITiis proposiU was rejecled each time 
without debate or fomial \'otc {Coni^essional Globe If).

\ Vilen in 1853, tiie “30er" Heinrich Roedter planned a Gennan 
edition of'thc Cotigiessiona! Globi\ tlu^ Congressional Committee in charge oi' 
tiie matter decided to suViscribe to one cojiy ]xr Represenlalixc, but ilie 
project was limited to two or three inslallmeiiLs at most (Ratlennann, 1911, 
pp. 283-21M). H. A. Raltcnnann’s statement (Rattennann, 191 1, p. 334) 
that llie Xaiioneil- filling, edited iiy Alfred Schiicking, “publislied the laws of 
the United Stales in the Cjennan language at the lime of Daniel WebsUa*' ’ 
is highly dubious, since the.\fl/w?w/-/^c//?w.^l)egiin puhlicaiion in April 1843, 
and Webstf " was .Secrelars* ol'Slate only utuil May of that year f\mdt & 
( ))son, 1 96 1 , pp. 1 3- 1 6; W'usi, 1 959, pp. 41-42).

'riic Civil War l)rokc out in April 1861. /\s during die \N’ar orindcpen- 
dence, many (iemian-speiiking American citizens joined in the lighting. 
.According to \\\ Kaufmann there were in the amiies ofihe Xorlh 2 1 6,000 
Gennan-boni soldici's, 300.000 sons of Gemian iinmigi'anLs, and numer- 
ous giandsons and later descendants of Gennaii ancesuy (Kaulinann. 
1911, j:>p. 182-190'. W'hile special Gemian units were fonned duiing die 
Ci\ il War, specific acts of Congress aulhoiizing the establishment of sepa- 
rate Gemian units ^similar to diose for the ^\ ar of Independence) cannot 
lie found in the literature. Of the 216.000 Ciennan-born soldiers about 
36.000 sen ed in puiely Gemian regiinenls. Ofthese, approxiniatel) 10,000 
f'oniied a [xirely Cjemian di\ision. Regiments which consisted entirely of 
Ciennan iinmigiaiits or their sons have been Ibuiid in .\ew \’ork tlOi. 
Missouri -71. Ohio and Peiinsyivaiila (4 each). Wisconsin (3;. Illinois f2.. 
and Indiana tl'. in addition to 18 regiments in Pennsylvania which con- 
sisted entirely of Amcncaii-bom (iemians. In most, but not all, Ch-nnan 
regiments the language of eommand was Gemian, 

.\l this time anoth('r attempt was made to obtain tlie right for Gt^muui- 
speaking American citizens to have fcdenil publications in Ciemiaii (Cmi- 
Glabe HI). On Ajiril 24. 1862, Republican G\rus Aldrich ol'Min- 
nc.sota proposed to print 2.5,000 Gemian copies of the Repon on .Xgiieul- 
lure (or 18()1, Hi* was stronded liy his fellow Republican William S. 
Holman of Indiana and just as \ igoronsly by C. B. Washburn of Illinois, a 
Whig, who poinu*d out that it was idso cuslomaiy in his stale to hau* 
oHicial reports printed in Cjemian. A Democrat of" Pennsykania. .S. E. 
.\ncona. declared that .Aldrich in liLs projiosal anticipated .Ancona's o\mi 
proposal. .'VJdrich's proposal was apptmecl by lifty-se\ en to fifty-one voles. 
.Suddenly the Gemian language h.ul gained - even though only to a mi- 
luiscule extent minority status on the feileral h‘vel. 

But onl\- for iweniy-lbur lioui's! On the follow ing day Representaii\ e 
1C P. Walton brought heliire the House a resolution ofihe printing com- 
mitlet* asking that the decision ofihe prexious day he reversed. Walton 
argiK'd that if Aldrich's proposal wi're pul into law it would be necessan" to 
hii e sjiei'ial (Jemian prinlei's and U pesetlers and to purehasi* special l\pe.s. 
Kuillimnorc. it would hardly be confined to this isolated case of a go\ em- 
nient publication in (iennan. and, lie slated. “I submit the c(ueslion whether 

GO 
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\vc arc* lo ha\'e a national language oi* not. ’ A propositi by Washburn to 
reject the resolution - he questioned that it was pemiLssible under House 
rules —was o\emiled by se\’eiit'^'-one to forty votes, and tliis killed tlte 
attempt to ha\ e Geirnan adjiiitted as an oflicUd language. 

If we amilyzc the voting of April 24, 1 862, by tht' principles w(‘ apjdied 
to die vote of 18-13, we get the figures in 'fable 2-4. Disregarding the fact 
that in 1862 most of the Southern stales tvere not represented, tiie new 
figures coincide \ eiy’ cio.sely tvilh those of 1 843. 4’hLs time, too, die New 
England states \ oted mostly against, tlie Midwestern states mostly in fiuor 
of Gemian. while tlie middle zone (Middle Atlantic seaiioard states and 
Ohio) were dhided. The majority which the border region (norlhenirnost 
Soulheni Suites and far West) could muster agiiinst Gennan in 1862 
exceeded the total ol'the Southern stales in i813. 

In piuly politics the iremls are more e\ ident in 1862 than they had 
been nineteen veal's Ix'fore. 4'he RepulDlicans, like the earlier W’higs, are 
approximately e\enK' di\ided but the Demot is show a clear majoriu in 
lii^'or of Gennan, and ihe splinter parties, most of them li om the border 
slates, shove an c\en clearer majorit)' against Gi^mian.

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Sc\ci'al lijiics between 1867 and 1870 Congies5? had pniucd in v'arious 
languages of die European mainland the annual re{X)it of the General 
I^nd Office about die free go\eniment lands dial were Ojien to immi- 
giaiiLs. On Januai-^- 3, 1867, however. Senator Ramsey stated that copies 
designed for use by Congress \voiild continue to be exclusi\ ely in English. 
Such a strategy to attract immigrants as also conducted by several stales, 
especially those of the Midwest, is not part of the concept ofniinoritN^ rights 
or lau' (KJoss, 1 940, pp. 1 ‘iB- 1 !29). According to Pochmann and Schultz 
(19.53, number 4657). a sjieech of ReprcsentalKe D. B. Hendei'son on 
fanner protection appeared in 1888 as a Gcnnan pamphiel. ) was told by 
the Libraiy of Ciongress that the recoids of the session, contain nodiing 
w liich would indicate a corresponding decision by Congi ess, 

In 1871 Ciemian Meimonites from Russia — K),000 to 50,000 jx'ople — 
petitioned Coiigi'ess to be pennitled to setde in compact areas in die 
praide stales of the Cnited Stales in order dial diey might not Ix'come 
“Russianized in language and religion*’ {CoitcU, 1946, jip. 178-222, espe- 
cudly pp. 186, 210. 216). In the elaborate debate o\ ei' the conesponding 
bill. House Resolution 2121, the ethnic problem wa.s touched on oidy 
occasionally. Senator Edmunds spoke (April 14) against compact denomi- 
naiiomd areas, and his colleagues Caipenter (ApiiJ 22) and Sargent (April 
2,3) .spoke against compact non-EnglLsh ar(*as of* sf*i dement. CaiixMitcr 
asked what would happen if 1 00,000 Gennan Protestants or 20,000 French 
Communards were peimilted to fonn their own setdemeiiLs. 'fhe bill did 
not pa.ss. and most Mennonites mo\ed to Caiuula, which was more olilig- 
ing. But Mennoniic setdemeiiLs did spiing up. larger ones especially in 
Kansas, and minor ones in other prairie states. 

2-2 Languages Otlier than English in the Federal 
Government During the Twentieth Century 

'I'he cjuestion of'communiealion between the fedei<d goxi'rnmeiu and 
tion-laiglish-speaking citizens continued into the twenlielli centuiy and 
liecame prominent during \\ oriel War 1. 'J he gov<'rnment, faced with the 
jirohlem of reaeliiiig thousands of eitiz(Mis who die’ not sj^eak English, tried 
various waysofdoing so, 'flic I'OR'igii Ixinguage Division oflhe Bureau of 
Publicity oflhe 'rri‘a.suty F)epartmeiU, ((Rinded in May 1917 (Ameriran- 
i/atiim ConliMvnee, 1919, pp. 201-209; Daniels. 1920, [)p. 318-.320), ad- 
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vcnised the four l.iberty Bonds ui cvny sort of reaclint^ inaloritil in cs'ciy 
language used in the United Stales, imiuding posters. j^amphlcLs, newspa- 
IxM-s, etc. The fcdenil go\ emmeut utilized the langiuige ol'even ilic minut- 
est ethnic group. At the time ol* floating the third IxDiid, for example, the 
Foreign Uinguage Di\ Ision contacted more than 40.000 organizations of 
non-English nationtditic.s. In each Fcdeml Reset ve Disliict ‘’racial group 
committees'’ une established which numbered from 18 to 37 in cacli of 
liic \anoiis districts and \ehich represented a t(^tal of 43 nationalities. 

The result was that the Foreign l^inguagc Dh ision could poitU to uo 
fewer than 7 million purchased Itonds. 41 of<ili purchases, while the 
roreign4)orn (unmigranls and immigrant cliildrenl fdmied ai that time 
only one-third ofllie p<jpuIaiioji. h should be taken into account, liow- 
e\ cr, that these purchases amounted to only 17 ‘/i“o of the total x'alue (4' 
the j)tuThascs. Similarly, the United Stales Food Administration estab- 
lished local committees of 19 nationalities in 1 l.o municipalities at that 
time, l lieir direetKes in Massachusetts alone '.Aniei'icanizalion C Confer- 
ence, 1919. p. 395) were distril)Utod in AniKMiian. Finnish, Italian, 
Lithuanian. Polisli, Poriitguese, and .-Vrabic {Syrian). In 1918 the federal 
gcjvemmenl establislicd a [)ress senice wliich soon seiA <‘d 745 newspapers 
in 14 languages and w hich receised its materials from the vaiious fed(‘ral 
agencies. In 1921 it ceased to be a go\erninenial agency and bectmu' an 
inclept‘nd(’iu j^rTale agency. Fixjin 1928 on it published IiitnpeUr Rehmes. 
a newsletK'r dealing with American legislation and j^ractice concerning 
immigralion and naturalization. In 1937, it ciianged its name to CCommon 
(Counc il for .American L’nity. wliich evas not a ‘puiilic-sujjported agency" 
tC.’ommon Council on American L'niiy. 198! '. 

In 1917. something \vas apparently attained which one would newer 
have thought ])ossible in 1862, In 1862, gi'eat efforts were made' for liie 
one-time coiisidcTatkm of a single language. Cennan: in 1917. the’ federal 
government a{)pc‘aled yearlong in ihiriy-fiuir laiignagi’s to ilu* inhaliitants 
nl'ihc' counliy. is any proof ncct'ssaiy that this was only a diwic c’ that suiltvl 
a lemponiiy need oftlie staie.^ 

CliaraclcTisiicaily, the fuM .Vmencaiiization C Confc*renc<' iiu't in 1919, 
one ye«ir after the {'ud of the* war. sjxinsored by tlu* Dc’parlmeni olTlie 
bmrior in W ashington, and liial marked the b('ginning of shaip supjires- 
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sion of' almost all tbreisii languages, as will bo disaissoci in the following 
chapter (Section 3-4). 

In the 1930s, Roose\'ell\s administration made ust' of’ die non-haiglish 
press of the coiintn' to iiioadcast its social and economic {lolicy. In 1937. 
four leiigtln articles tlealing with th(* Social Sc< urity Act of' 193.1 \^'ere 
translated by the go\'ernment into twenty languages ’’from ^3ddisll to 
Clhinese’’ and distributed to about 1,000 non-hhigIi.sh newsjiapei"s. 4’hc 
Public Relations Dhision of die Public Housing Admiiilslration at dial 
tinu dislnbuled its pre.ss seiAnce, among othen>, to 082 non-English papei's 
^High. 1937, p. 34). Also during the 1930s, the Federal 'I'heater Proj(‘ct of 
the U orks Progie.ss .\dmiiiistration (A\’P.\) subsidized dieatei's conducted 
in minorits languages, e.g., in Xcw York Cliiy a German theater (I93,o- 
1937} iinderj. E. Ihinn and Yiddish iheaUT AleDemiou, 190,1, pji. 325- 
33 h 

.\s far as we know, the Sfu ial Security Administration in iIk’ Depan- 
meiit of'HeiUth, Eclnealion. and W elfare was in 19ti() the* only body which 
regularly distriliuted infoniiation to the domestie press in language's other 
than English. 4'he other depanmenls disliibuicd their infbmiaiion for the 
press only in English. 4'he Department ofHc’alth. Education, and Welfare 
went on distiibuting non-EnglisIi infbnuation and Is responsible for a 
ja’ogiam which goes licyond a mere momentaiy jiromotion narrowly 
jirc^seribc'd by time and puiposc*. 

In the 19.50s. /Vmerica awoke to two stirring insiglus: that its ednea- 
tioiial system, in ciualily, was in danger of falling liehind lliat of otIuT 
eountrie.s. mnaljly that of the Sox iel L'nion. and that j:)artienlarly the le\ el 
of the knowledge of' foreign languages was completely inadequate', 4 his 
led to lliree major ojXM'ations. 

Z’iA/, the Ihiiu'd Slatc'.^ OHiec* ol lYluealioii iii collaboration with, for 
c'.vample. ilie Center for Applied Einguistic s in Wa.shinglcm and llie newly 
ereaU’d Eangnages-of- the- World Archives in Bloomington, Indiana, 
lannelic'cl a number of pre jeets l>y mentis of wliich it tried to condui t 
sun'c\s of all !i\ing language.s in tiie world and to locale' cxpc*rts for all 
major language's whicli so far had not commonly been taught in the 
Unite'd States. 

4 he 'e’e'ew/ nu'a.sure' was a Suive'y of Ixingnage Resources ofAme'riean 
Hilinie Groups whicli wasconducU'd by the I 'niti’d SiaU's OUkv of Edtica- 
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lion after 19(30 in cooperalion with the Uni\ ersity of Pennsylvania. 'Phc 
man in charge of iUls sur\’cy, Professor Joshua A. Fishman, disinljutcd as 
early as 1960 a cucular letter to the editors ol' non-English papers, which 
conlainecl, iunongotlier things, the following passage: “The maintenance 
and presen ation of your mother tongue Ls imponani both to you and to 
the countiy' at large. \\'hat steps can be uikcn to pcipeiuatc die language 
and culture of your etlinic group in tiiis couiiuy, how ran dilTicullies that 
stand bi die u ay be ov ercome, how can gi catcr interest in and aw arencss 
of this problem be secured?" 

Tlic basic thought Ls that in its edinic groups Ainenca has a hidierto 
unused rescivoir of bilbigutii persons who could render the countiy gieai 
services through tlieir knowledge of non-English languages. As a result 
Fislunan submitted a mimeographed rcj^ori, IjyjaUy in the United 

States (19(>'l), containing conuibntions by a number of cx|)orts. Two years 
later a condensed version appeared in book fonn (Fishman, 1966). In a 
chapter, “Planned Reinforcement of Language Maintenance," Inshman 
suggested innovations such as the creation of a federal Commi.ssion on 
Biciilturalism (or Bilingualism) in American Life or a Language Mainte- 
nance Section in the U. S. Ofiice of Education. He adv’ocalcd goveniment 
aid to schools of ethnic gioups engaged bi Ibnnal instiuclion ol'ihc mothei' 
tongue. Where thf' coiisdlulional rcsuictions concerning the sepaiadon 
between church and stale jjrevent this, piivate foundations might step in. 
However, several piivate colleges and universities as well as hundreds ol' 
periodicals, radio broadcasts, and ciiltui-al insiilutions of /^jucncan etlinic 
gi oips are untouched by religious com])licalions and might receive assis- 
tance, “whether by tax exemption, by direct supjxirt, or even by indirect 
facilitation and cncounigement.”

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Ollier possible remedies mcnlioned l)y him were a network oi' lan- 
guage camps for selecied chiidien and yoiiUis; guidebooks and textbooks 
for parents and childi en; tlie coordination ol FLi-'S progiunis widi tlic (few) 
remaining non-English language Islands. E\ en “old countiy” contacts with 
immigrants and their children might be fostered. 

Thirds the United Slates Oflice of Education promoted the sj>rcad of 
the so-called FEES (Foreign Ixmguagc.s in Elemenlaiy Schools) mov ement 
for tlie cxiDansioji of foreign language instruction in the elementiu-s- schools 
{Andersson, 1969; Dieckhofl', 1965, pp. 18-33,95-96; KJo.s.s, 19G7a; Zeydcl, 
1961, pp. 301-303). It is genenilly considered that this niovcment began 
with die inuodiiction of I'Vencli insuuclion in die elcmentiiry’ schools of 
Cleveland in 1922. Hi's! impetus ciune when, during World War II, 
vaiiaus cities oi'tlie Sontliwest and South inuuduced Spani.sh as a sign of 
‘iiemisphenc .solidarity.” The real giowtli oftfie niovemenl, however, took 
place in die 1950s. The number of pupils recekitig Ibreign language 
inslmction had mounted to 270,000 by 1955 and to over a million (Breuiiig, 
1961, pj). 2, 6, 38) by 1960, wiiii Spanish and Frencli leading by far (1 able 
2-5). 

Here and there language minorities have j)rofited by tile mov ement. 
For example, Spanish was introduced into public schools in West Uts 
\Vga.s, New Mexico, in 1911 and in Urs Cmccs, New Mexico, in I94f), 
and French was intioduccd in Beaux Bridge, I>onisimia, in 1932 and in 
\ an Buren, Maine, in 1942. 4’he Ix’nelits to people spe.aking a minority 
language havx* usuall)' accrued liecause Spanish or French was introduced 
in a Spanish or Fmnch enclavx' or ui a city with a .strong infusion of 
residents who are nalivx* sjiciikers ol' the language (.see ' fable 2-5). More 
rarely, languages have lieen introduced which are intemationally less wide- 
spread, such asjajianese or Italian. In 19.i5, there w’cre 506 .students of Italian 
and <ibout 35 each of modem Greek, Nonvegiati, and Polish on die mainland; 
in 1960, 1,188 of luilian (among iliem 772 in gmdes seven and eight), ,53 of 
Noiwegian, about 35 each of modem Greek and Swedi.sh. In Hawaii ilicrc 
\v(‘re 673 students ofJajjanese, 283 of Hawaiian, and 2 1 4 of Ghinese. 

'I'his movemetii spread in a manner characteristic of y\niciica. T he 
stale govemmeiiLs conuibuted relatively little, even though the .school 
.system is pnmanly under tlieir antliorily. 4 lie FEES mov'emeni .spread 
primarily through coopemtion lielwecn the niativcly independenl seliool 
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disD'icis (Section 1-1', the Modern Ixtni^uage Association, and, as third 
partner, the federal goverimieni. I'he United States Commissioner of 
Education, McGrath pp. 113-1191, started the campaign with a 

-Speech in St. ia)uis in Ma\' 1952. The United StaUs Ofllce of I'xlucation 
])romoted tlu* mox ement in various ways during the following years. In 
1958 a federal act, the Xaiional Defense Ixlncation Act (XDU-V, Publ. L 
85-86+), proxided considerable funds for subsidies tt> pul}lic schools (Sec- 
ticin 30,8a5 of the Act) and loans to recognized pi'ivaie schools (Section 
305a of the Act) for llte promotion of the (caching of foreign languages 
fund other subjects) in elemcniaiy and high schools. Since then, the United 
Slates Onice of' Education has assumed half of the cost for the purcha.se of 
modem leaching maU'dals and has published printed guides f<)r latiguage 
teachers. It also has organbxd 133 workshops since 1959 which in 19()4 
had already trained 15,000 elemenlaiy and high schex)! language leachei*s 
in mrxlem meihods of instiuction (Diecldioff, 1965. p. 7; MildeiibergcT, 
1961, pp. -102-109). A special Xaiional Couiual of Slate SupeiAisors of' 
Foreign Uuigiiages\\asesial)li.shed. + he United Stales Office of l‘Ldiicaii(jn 
subsidized a I’ranco-American in.siituK* at howdoin College in Brunswick. 
Maine, which accej)ted as students exclusiwly French-Anerican teachei's 
of IVeneh mostly leaching at Catholic parochial schools to introfluce 
them to modem teaching methods. In 1961 about 40 were enrolled. 4'he 
XDKA. which at fiixl was to CNpire in 1962, was later repeatc'dly extended. 

In the United Stales, the Bilingiial hxlucaiion Act (IM’)A) of 1967 
(ihhlic Uiu 20-24) became e\en more imjDoriant than the Xaiional De- 
femse Eduewtion Act (XDlvV) for the minority languages. Intere.st in the 
Mexican- Aneric'an child had been on the increase e\ ei' since the 1960 
census had revealed that in tlie fi\ e southwestern slates the population with 
Spanish surnames had completed an average of only 4.7 yeai's in school 
c'ompared to 8,1 for the nonwhitc* and to 12.1 fbi' “Anglo" students f()ur- 
teiMi yc‘a!"s cjf agc‘ or o\er. hi October 1966, the Xaiional I'xlucation 
.Vssociation sponsored a conlertMice in i'ucson. .Arizona, on 4he Spanlsii- 
Speaking Child in Schools in the Southwest, which in turn triggered a 
sc'ries of conlerences and actions, especially ui 4 exiLs. 

On Januaiy 17, 1967, Senator Riilpli 5'arborongh (Demcxrat, 'Texas) 
introduced a bill to ])ro\ icle a.ssistance to local educ'ational agencies in 
establishing bilingual schcxils lc>r Mexicaii-American and PuctIo Rican

children. It \va,s later reworded so jis to include all Spanish-spejiking 
dren, riien C’alilbrnia Congressmen Hawkins and Ra\ball introdi 
bills including the iTench-speakingp()j)iilation. FiiitiUy, Congressman 
Scheucr of New ^’ork rew rote \ arborough’s bill, including all chili 
who do not speiik Faiglish and cntphjisizing teacher training, cle\clopr 
ol iiialcritils, and demonstration progi ams. This bill, mejgcd by a com 
tee into a single measure \\ith ^'arhorough s bill, became the Blv\, 
ibcrcfore no special \ote was iJikcn on it. It constitutes Title \T1 o! 
Klcmcnlarv* and Sccondaiy Education Amendments of 1967 (IvSEA) 
prm irles (Serlicm 7(H) SBn,()nO/)nn tf> be sp(>nr nv( r n period f^flliree \ 
in order to meet ‘’the special educational needs r)rthe large immb( 
children of limited haigllsh-speaking ability in the United States" (Sei 
702 ‘ who are delined as “children who come (rom emironments w 
the dominant language is other than English." It will be stx'u that 
deliniiion l)maciens the temis ofreldcnce. liir a child may ' ome fir 
predominanlly non-Isnglish home and yt'l already be familiar with 
English tongue. According to Article 705a (8) and 705b cly noiij: 
pri\ aic schools are to |Dartiei|3aie in this program. 

“My puipose iti doing this," 5'arlx)rongh declared in the Senat 
December 1, 1967 Rfrord. p. 54705), "is not to keep 

specilie langTiage iUi\e, It is not the {3inposc nfdhe l)ill to creaK* poekt 
dilierent languages throughout the eoimtiy . . . not to stamp oui 
motlier tongue, and not to tty to make thi'ir mother tongue the domi 
language, but just to i\y to make those ebildren Hilly literate in laigl 
He thus leli open the c|ueslion ol' whet her the puipose of the new proL 
was to pepK’tiiaie minority tongues or to speed up assimilation by a 
shorteut. 

At first the House refused to fimd the new la\s\ rejecting by 96 to 
government re(juesl lor live million clonal's, but lal(‘ in 1968 Con 
appropriated seven and a half million dollai's. .Among the 76 projeels 
tli(‘ United Stales Oflke of Isdnealion thereupon subsidizi'd. muglily 
(bstered Spanish. /Vmong the non-Sjianish projecLs were (wo with Ch 
(San Eraiteiseo and New 55irk City) and one each with Eorlugiie 
Hawaiian Gardens, Califiirnia: Erem li in Wilton. New Hampshire: C4 
kee in 4'alecjuali, Oklahoma: and Xa\ajo in Blaiiding, Utah, One 
giain in I loiiolulu losteredJa|>anes(\ hut only in gi’ades 7 to 12. 
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In 1968, bilingual programs across the United States enrolled 26,000 
students. By the end of 1 972 this figure had risen to some 1 1 2,000. At that 
time, estimates dauned that about fi\ e million scliool-age youngsters — 
nearly 10% of the total — spoke a first language oilier than Englisli; four 
million of these were of Spanish origin. 

In 1974, tliere were some 220 bilingual progi'ams wholly or in part 
BHiVsupported. About tlic siinic number of bilingual programs had either 
reced ed funding in former years or may be supposed to ha\’e been 
“stimulated b)’ the Act indirectly” (I'ishman, 1974, p. 38). Supposing atten- 
dance in bilingual schools or sections of schools to lia\'e a\ eragcd 500, 
attendance in some 450 schools would have totaled 225,000. 

Of 340,000 pupils recemng bilingual public education in 1974-75 
under ESIL-\ Title \91 grants, 292,200 attended schools whore Spanish 
was tlic oiiK' non-EnglisIi language being taught and used, tvliile 20,400 
attended schools where die only other tongue was French (4,200), NaN-ajo 
(3,600), or some oilier non-English language. Besides 26,600 ivcre in schools 
oflering and using more than one non-English language; here too Spanlsli 
was usually represented. TTic states with the greatest numbers ol' liilingual 
students in 1974-75 were New’ York (78,200), 7'exas (72,200), Cdifoniia 
(63,900), Florida (36,000), <uid Newjerse\ (I3,-K)0); all otln’rs were under 
the 10,000 mark. Snuiil numbei's were to be Ibund even on Guam (2‘K) 
Chamotro- English), tlie Tmsi 'Fenitoiy (55), and tlie Virgin Islands (135, 
Spanish- English). 

Probably the earliest Spanish- English pmgianis in the South w'ere the 
(blloiving: in Horida, xMiami (1963); in 'Pexas, '‘Uiredo United Consoli- 
dated” (1964), Edinburg(1965); in New Mexico, Pecos (1965), l^s Cnic(‘s 
and SiK er Cit\‘ (liolh 1967). “Utredo Caty Schools,” sometimes listed as die 
eadiesi starter ( 1 960), actualK tauglit Spanish just as a subject matter. But 
in 1972 Jxiredo became (1 k‘ (irst city school system in the United Stales to 
ennduet all schooling bilingimlly. 

Ill New 5’ork Cit)', the East Harlem Block schools iieeame bilingual in 
1965, Ibliowed liy other city .schools in 1968, ehielly in the Bronx. In 
kinclergaiteii the child siaried with 855o of his inslniction in his natix'e 
language and 15‘I« in Liie second language. 'I hrough the years die second 
language is used more and more, .so that in gnide six the child rerc'ives 
.50" (I of his instnietion in his second language. Besides those .sduiols in 
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which the total student population was em ollcd in tJic bilingual program, 
otlier New York City schools had numerous oUier bilingual prograins in 
which only a partial group within the student population was enrolled. In 
1972 tlic predominant language in most of die progi-ams was Spiuiisli. 
Howexcr, some attempLs were being initiated at dial tune to establish 
bilingual progi'ams in Frencli (for Haitian pupils), Italian, Chinese, and 
Greek. 

Local procedures has'c \ tuicd cnonnoasly. In some school sy.stcms 
bilingualily of teaching was meant only for cliildren of non-EnglLsh modier 
tongue; in others it was for all pupils. Some schools aimed at prev enting or 
at least slowing down ass'unilaiion; odiers aimed to accelerate it by a deft 
detour via die mother tongue (cf. Kjolsctli, 1972). In .some .schools all 
branches of' Icaniing (except native language skiUs) are lauglit bilingually, 
vvhcreiis in odiei's English only Ls used for some of die bi-anciics and die 
minority longue only for the rest of them. Use of the minoiily tongue in 
some casc.s tenninates widi grade two, and in odicre it may last dirough 
gi-adc six. 

While most bilingual leaching was done in clemeiuaiy schools, there 
were also bilingnal public kindcrgaiicns and bilingujil .seconchuy and col- 
lege-level iiistiiudons such as the Bilingual Upjxu* Grade Center (giades 
five to eight) ol'du* I^ifayctle School in Chicago (1968), where Spanish was 
the teaching tool for niatliemalirs, science, .socitiJ studies, and health. The 
Bilingual Science Progi'tim (1970) maiiuaiiicd 10 junior high and 2 inter- 
mediate schools in New York City. 

For the first time in the hlstorv’ of liie United Stales there existed, il' 
only mdinieniarily, an integrated language-oncnted jirogram covering 
Indians, indigenous white mijiorilies (( hiefly in New Mexico), and recent 
ininiigi'aiU groujis. Odiei- bilingual .schools for /Vmerindians (American 
Indians) were being sponsored liy the United Slates Bureau of Indian 
Alfaii's, notably the Navajo- fa iglLsii school at Rough Rock, ;\i kansas, \\ hich 
becmiK* bilingual in 1968, two yeaix alter its fouiidalion. Some oflhe.se 
bilingual pivjec Ls seem to have aroused high hopes among the Indians, 
.some of whom have dreams of “Red Power," of'.seH-dcteniiinatioii, and 
even of sluK’honcl, at least for the Navajos. 

'Ihis shows how easily language movements can change their goals. 
From the point ol view of the federal aiUluu iiie.s, tlie BR V was juimanly of 
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socioeconomic relc\ anc(‘, i)im of a large progi jun to aid the undeipiix i- 
leged masses, whetlier they were monolingual ICnglLsh-s}x*akuigp(X)r whites, 
or bidialeruil Negro('s, or Spanislvspe<iking workei's. In the piocess of 
collaboralion Ix'iween tlie local autln)nties and the parents, iltLs progimn 
in most groups i etains a purely cullunU aspect wliile in othei's it ntay lead to 
}X>litical nationalism. 

Incidental mention ma\- be made ofthe fad that tin* Laiited LStaies has 
at least one ‘Spanish immersion " progriun (Culver Cit\\ Calif., 1971^}, 
w here monolijigual Ivnglish-sjX'akinggrade-sdioo) pupils are being laitght 
exclusix'ely (griide one) or chielly (grades two to four) through the medium 
ol’Spanish (Cloheig 1971: 1975). 1 his challenging project, wliile bound to 
strengthen tiic jireslige ol’lhe minority longiu*, obxiously does not fall into 
llie eategorx' of minority righes. But it certainly would if a similar “Faiglish 
iinmei'sion'’ progi ain w ith its concomitant r<\gard lor molluT iongiu‘ skills 
wen* to be applied to a gi ouj:) ofChicatio pupils. 

1^‘ibowity. ( 1 9(i9, pji. 44- l(i, .’)0-5 1 • rightfully pdmts out that the linguis- 
tic segregation tnacU* possilile liy Blv\ may ea.sily lie ainised as a pretext to 
bririg about racial segregation. 

Besides the BEA. oilier lederal laws have in recciu yt‘ai>5 lieeii used l(>r 
funding bilingual programs, for examplr. d'ilK* I ofthe Elementaiy and 
Secondaiy Act of 1965 (ESM\', the Migrants’ piogiam: 4'itle III ofthe 
17S1CA, designed to meet llie “educational needs of low income liuiiilies"; 
and, insofar as trac hei-s* training Ls conn*rned, tlx* I'xiueational Eersomie) 
De\eloj>m(*ni Progi'am (EPDIi\), and the XI)lv\ of 1958. 

Among the man)- jirogicims subsidized outside the Blv\ was I’EKiS 
■;hdr(‘ign languagi* Iniiovatixe Cunieula Studies), with headf|uaru*i>: in 
.\nn .-\rl)or. Michigan, a statewide progiam in Mieiiigan drawing on I'itk* 
III ol tile ESl'A. It W 1 LS doing three major projects, namely:

dealt chiclly \vith the kindergiiiicn stage. Most bilingniU cx]X‘rimcniation, 
ho\vc\e!*, goes on in the Southwest, chi('lly in Calildniia and Texas. With 
so many programs underway it heeumes necessaty to know to what i‘xteiit 
state legislation is in fa\ or ol’or stands in the way ofbiluigiial .schools. The 
reader will find in 'Table 1-6 indications ofthc presetit stale olallairs.

de.sigiied to .dlbrcl to slud(“nts opjKjrlunilies to learn about the nature of 
their own culiuial hentage, and to study the contnbiuions of th<‘ cullurai 
beniages of the other ethnic gi oups of the Nation." 

ICaeh j^rogram assisted under this law was to de\x‘lop and disseminate 
rele\ aiu cuiriculum materials for usi* in clementaiy and secondaiv' schools 
and in higher education, to prnude tminitig Ibr persons using or preparing 
to use these materials, and to cooperate with persons and ()rgani/.alioiis 
with a special interest in the ethnic gioup in question. The L’niled States 
C^oinmi.ssioner of hklucalion, in implementing the Act, w:ls to be assisted 
by a National Ad\ isoiy Council on Kthnic Heritage Studie.s, ilu^ memlx‘rs 
of which were lf> be appointed by the Secrelaty oflhe Interior. 

'The cumculum materials thus jxepared were to bear on “tlie histon , 
geogiajjhy. .sfx k'ty, economy, literature, art, music, drama, language and 
general cullun " <jf tlu* grouj) or groups coiu enied and with ‘‘the contribu- 
tions of that group to the American heritagt*." I'he wording of the Act 
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leaves open the question of whetlicr the emphasis is to be on the idcnlil)’ 
and sui'vival of a ^ oup or on its coniril^utions to building the j'Vinerictui 
nation. While it L' not certcaiji that the Act per sc will greatK' coniriijutc to 
the linguist! , sur.ival of non-EnglLsh niinoiitics, it will undoubtedly help 
create a psycliological climate which will be more fa\orable to language 
maintenance. 

2*4 iLanguages Other than English in tlie 
District of Columbia 

SpecitU mention should be made of' the legal situation in the District of 
Columbia, \vhich since 1874 ha.s been directly administered by the federal 
g{)\emment, almost without the participation of' the inliabitants. The 
status of' the District of Columbia has changed frequenth'. l*Vom 1802 on, 
the I'cfleral District had a bicamenil electhe council. In 1820-187! it 
<4ectefl its own ma\‘oi\ and dining the pciiod 1871-1874 it was like a 
tenitoty. Xot until 1061 were tJic inltabilanls graniod the right to \-oie in 
presidential elections. Here loo we find Isolated cases of' promotion of' 
miiioriiy languages. For example, Genisin was admitted as a subject of 
instruction in elemcniaiy schools in 1860, and in 1886 one public school 
had 226 students of'Gennan [Amaikauische Schulzf^ituuii^ 1870, p. 89; Dcubcha 
riQuier, 1886, pp. .iOff'.; Pempeit, 1932, p|>. 93-94). Dining tlic I930.s, public 
school l)uiidings were made a\ ailahle lor pri\ ate e\ ening schools in minor- 
ity languages (Ivloss. 1942, p. 737). 4'here is legtil prov ision tliat makes 
the use of liiiglish mandaloiy in liie public schools ol'thc Distiict. Qiiite a 
number of children attend private schools where a non-English language is 
used and wiiieh receive subsidies from (breign governments; some ofthese 
sc hools are, however, on the oulskii ts in llie adjacent counties of Maiyland 
or \’irginia. 

4’here seem to have been no oflicial announcements in the minoniy 
press {K..G. \Vust, pei'soiiiil communication'). On die otJier hand, Wusl 
(19r)9. j)]>. 6(k’)l) tells us that N.1 1. Miller oiuained '‘substantial subsidies” 
l()i‘ the Tai^lh'her \\mfiii}^Uincr AiKciger. It is possible that |)ari ofthese 
subsidies came from pul)lie funds as well as from \'> u iy funds. 
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2-5 Other Fields of Activity of the 
Federal Government 



No suivcy of die minority jX)licy of die fedcnil gov(‘niment would lie 
eomplcte without uddiig tlie following as}3ccts into consideration: First, die 
S}3ccd and the extent to which die federal go\ernmenl gi'anted tcmtorial 
status uidi an elected representative body and later statehood to areas with 
a majority or a strong minority of the inhabitants and \ otci-s of non-English 
languages. Insights into the struggle for the status of' a self-governing 
lenitoiy may be derived from the repoils eoncoming T/iuisiana (see Sec- 
tion 5-1), Alaska (Section 7-2), Missouri (Section 6-1), and Michigan (Sec- 
tioti (i-1). Of the stmggles for statehood, diosc concerning New Mexico 
(Section 5-2), Alaska, Hawaii (Section 7-S), and Puerto Rico (Section 7--1) 
are the most inteiesiing. Sometimes Congiess acted as quickly as the 
advocates ol' minority rights could have wished. But even where Congi ess 
hesitated for deeade.s --as it did \ridi New Mexico, .AJaska, and Puerto 
Rico - -the final result nevertheless has to be judged positively. 

Second, the extent to which minority law develojied inside the lemto- 
ries. Only pan ol' these regulations originated willi the IVesidcni-appoiiUod 
executive and even lewer witli Congress. For i‘xamples of Congi’cssional 
initiative in New' Mexico, see Section 5-2, in Hawaii see Section 7-3. in 
PiKM'io Rico see Section 7-4. Even regulations which originated with the 
repre.senialive body elected by the inhaliilants of the teiritoiy wx’re subject 
to the veto of the governor and of Congress, Under these circumstances it 
is reniarkalilc that niiiioriiv- language ]:>romotk)n was pemiitted to develoji 
in New Mexico and Puerto Rico during theii’ i<*n iiorial pliases, 1850-1912 
and 1900-1952, resjiec'tively (Sections 5-2 and 7-4\ 

O'hird, the legal situation within the present teiritories and other j7os- 
sessions of the United States. As a re.sull of this j^romolion, non-EnglLsh 
languages have found enliance into federal publications in recent liinc.s. 
Foi' example, C.ongie.ssioiuil j:)iililications \\ hich contain die statute of Anieii- 
can Samoa (House of Repre.senia fives Committee on InKrior and lasular 
Alliiiis,, 1961) and publications of' the I960 census which exclusively eon- 
a‘m Puerto Rico (United Stales Census, 1960) are all bilingual. 

Fourth, llie important rok* w hich the Supreme Clourt and the United 
Stales District Courts playc'd in the actual Ibnnation of the minority law. In 
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uvo paiticular areas the Supreme Coui1 was the rciU deeisiw factor: since 
1 900 hi the clarhication of the legal status of those possessions whicli were 
oiigimUly not part of the conitnenuil United Stales (Section 7- 1) and since 
1 9‘i!^ in the proieetion ofliie pnvtile schools and tiie insU uciion in minoniy 
languages which ttikes ])lace hi them (Sections 3-11 

I'ifih, regard for and use of non- English laiiguages by the |X)lilical 
parlies, u hich arc linn, indispensable supports of the state's framework and 
which iia\ e made use of minorit)' languages, especially orally hi their 
election campaigns but also to an appreciable extent in writing, for ex- 
anijile. by issuing l(*allt ts or founding or su]i]X)rting non-Englisli newspa- 
peix, again especially during elections. 

2-6 Toleration of Promotion from Abroad 

American law on <'lhnic groups has a special feature in that the tolera- 
tion t)f assisiauee is not unknown, so that prkaic and even tiecasionalK' 
pul ilk- institutions sening the culture of ethnic languages are j)roinotcd liy 
foreign go\'eniment.s. In Alaska, the I sarist gox ernmenl Ibr main' decades 
assisted Greek Oilhodox .schools for Russians and Creoles, which for a 
long ihiic were more niin'KM'ous than the English-speaking public scIkkiIs 
(Section 7-2). hi San Francisco, the Spanish go\eriimem supported a 
Sjianish private scliool iiiuil the oullireak ofihe Ci\il War in 1 93b (Brown 
& Roucek. 1 937. p. 391 }. 

'Fhc Fivncli go\'enimeni, or the Alliauce Fion(aisr subsidized by it. for 
fi\e decades (about 1 908 to alxnit 1 958) gavt* Hinds Ibr the assistance of 
French instruction in the public and prix ale elcnientaiy and liigli schools 
of New Orleans (Kloss, 1910, p. 1 87 land after 1 93 1 for the ptivaie schools 
of the Union Si. Jean Baptiste d'.Vnicnqiie in the Xew England .states 
(Mallol, 1 934, p. 1 5); dso in 1 935 it founded in .\ew 5'ork City a privalt' 
iTcnch .school, the Eyeet* I'VaiK^ais, which gave instruction entireh- in 
hVcncli and for a long time nflered grades I through 1 2 {France in.Vnr }'orF 
1 950. p. 22), l)Ut since the 1 950s has ollered its students only gi-ades 7 
through 1 2. Of the approximately three hundred students in 1 956. almost 
llin'e-fifths liad French parents, more than one-Iburlh were li oni "Ameri- 
can" homes, and llie remainder were (rom various other backgrounds. 
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'riie Hungarian go\'cmnienl su}:>cmsecl and suppoitcd between 1900 
and 1914 a Mag)'iir elementary' school in Bndge])oil, Cbnnecticut. 

During the rule of hascism, the luilian go\'cnimcnt donated piizes and 
tiiereby promoted to a considerable extent tlie teaching of I tiilian in prix'aie 
e-lcmcntaty schools as well as in public and pm ate high sc hools (Broun & 
Roucck, I937, p. 692; Cosenza, 1 933- 1 934, sections 15-20; I931-1935, p. 
29). Sc\ cnil of die new states which were created at the end of World W'ar 
I followed tills example: i.iie Baltic states (especially lathuania). Fttland, and 
Czechoslovakia. Xo cloubt a good many other examples of promotion 
Horn the outside could be found. It is e.specially remarkable that the Ger- 
man-Aincncan school system, which at times operated on a gigiintic scale, 
seems to has'c m inaged completely without ofliciitJ (ieniian promotion. 

In the I960s, a considerable number ul' schools supported by foreign 
govenmiciits s])raiig up, for exiunyjle, about six to eight I'Vench pri\'ate 
schools and, in Wasliington, D.C.. one Gennan-language school. Here is 
what a j)rominenf American .scholar, Joshua Fishman (196(). p. 379), 
has to .say about this issue: 

"‘Old Counti'y” contacts with naturalized .Vmerican citi- 
zens and th(ir children should be fostered under faxorable 
international ( ircunisiances. Italian govcnimenitd elfons 
to keep Ittiliaii language, literature, and customs iiJK e tunong 
Italo-Amcricans may be thought ol'as a fonn of revtaxe 
leud-lettse and may \ (ay u ell l>e a {(inn of debt ixpayinent. 

, . . Sui ely there Is siiiricicnt ingenuity in .Ameiican go\ eni- 
mcaUiU circles to enable us to initiattg control, and (if nc(*d 
be) discontinue activities of iJiis kind a< nti^nialional condi- 
tions dictate. I'or the s<ikc of language mainlenanc(‘ it 
would seeni to be woilli our wbiU’ to institute agicemiaits 
concerning such acthaties, at least with a lew “safe" coun- 
tri(‘s, at the earliest ojjpormnily. 

Agi’eemenls similar to those envisaged by Fishman liave since been 
ananged by Izniisiana tlirougli the "Gouncil for the Developtnem of 
I’reiu'h in Ivouisiana" (Goclolil) with ih(‘ governmems ofliance, (Quebec, 
and Ottawa. .According to Goclolil c'hainnan James Domengeaux (per- 
.sonal communication, /\pril 21, 1970), “All of our agivemcnls have been 
made on an inlbmuil basis, ,As we need tli(‘ir partieulat help and acK'ice on 
mailers which we consider c'sstMUial to (he accomplishment of our pro- 
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gi'arn, \vc agree on a paiticiilar subject ?Jid ha\ c it cleared tlirough tJie 
Department ofSiatc in Washington.” (For details see Section 5-1.) 

Tlie toleration of this fonn of promotion Ls the more notewoithy, since 
generally tlie ctimic groups living in die United States were econoniiciilly 
better ofl'tlian diosc in dicir kin-statesj so dial tliLs promotion from outside 
could not in most cases lie jusdlied on economic grounds. 
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CHAPTER THREE 
Tblerance-Oriented Rights 



3- 1 The Widest Sphere of Toleration 

in tJie mtroductoiy rcmaj'ks about promotion-oriented and tolerance- 
oriented (or "acquiescent”) minority riglits, we distuiguishcd four spheres 
ol' tolei'ance: die widest sphere of liumaii, ci\il, ajid political rights; a wide 
sphere of the right to use one’s nad\’e language; a nan*ow sphci e of die 
freedom to assemble and organize; and the nairowest sphere of'tlie right to 
a {private nationality school. 

Little is gencralK' heard about tolerance-oriented minority rights as 
long <ts they arc obser\ ed, but mueh is hcaixl as soon as they are violated. 
Our record may easily create a wrong impression, since it deals for the 
most part with negative inteiferenre. It is, tlierefort*, all the moi e important 
to rcidize from the v’ciy' beginning that the sphere of civil law, and with it 
the sco|X‘ of jxissiblc toleration, is incomparably larger in non-lotalitaiian 
states than in totalitarian stales and that it extends hmlier in the United 
States dian in many other democracies. 

1 blcrance-oiicnlcd minority rights have been handled vciy generously 
in the United Slates. Only the nan'owest of' the above-mentioned partuil 
spheres, the right to schools conduclcd in ih<‘ mother longue, had become 
coiiti'ovTi'sial at die end ol'thc nineteenth century. 7’he three I’cmaining 
spheres ol’ (he tolerance-oriented minority rights remained by and laigc 
untouclied throughout the nineleeuth eeiiluty. Iw’en il' w<‘ .should later' 
uncover isolated early cases ol eiinoachments in one of these three .spheres, 
they would liardlv be important. 

'Hie w idest sphere ol' tolerance-oriented natiomility rights Ls under the 
protection ol' the fn-sl ten amendments to the Constitution (1789-1791), 
especially AmendmenLs IV to \9I which protect life, lilicrty, and property 
by guaranteeing the individual a dcfniite Ibnn of legal procedure, the 
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essence ofwhicli was made binding for tiic indi\idual stales in 1868 l^y an 
additional amendment (XIX*), and l)y the Fii-st /Xmendment, which pi o- 
tecLs freedom of religion. will be shown later, liiese amendments wxtc 
also utilized to protect oUier spheres of tolerance, including protection oi' 
the nan owest sphere: the private foreign-language schools. 

In the uidest .sphere of lolei-ance-oriented nationality rights, membei's 
of* national minorities ai*e seldom directly discriminated against because of 
such mcmliersliip. To be .sure, there arc cases where life, personal Hl)city, 
properly, and freedom of religion or l^elief of memlx'i’s of naliomil niinoii- 
tics were endangered, l)ul liiese did not occur because tlie pei-sons be- 
longed to a particular national minority, XMicn in the nineteenUi ccntuiy 
the ^ lonnons were prohibited from pnicticing their religiously moti\ ated 
polygamy, some non-Fnglish membei's of the .sect were aficcted by this, 
but not on account of their naiionalii)-. 

Occasionally, however, creed and nationality o\ crlap. During World 
War I membei's of the Chiistian communist sect of'ihe Hulterites(Meiino- 
nilcs), which was composed of Oemians only, were tortured to death in 
prison because they refused to seivc in the militaiy {Ewert, 1919: Hartzler, 
1922: Smitli, 1927, j)p, 269-293). If the memliei's of the sect liad been 
Engli.sh-.spcakii)g nationals, perhaps they would have been porscruted less 
severely. C^erlainly time and again membei's of a national minority were 
murdered, and tlieir murderci’s were not punished. During the siolcni 
suppressions ol' woi'kei-s in mines or hea\v' indusU'ies by a semijjublic 
facioiy police, as was common before World War 1, people ol non-EnglLsh 
mother tongue often became the sictims of arijiir.uy acts. There are cases 
where the murderous assiuill was deliberately aimed at members of a 
ceitaiii iiatioiuU minority. In 1891 the hiiclung of .several Italians in Xew 
Orleans b\' a mol) cast a definite .shadow on the diplomatic relations 
between Italy and liic United States; in 19M .sewral luUians were jiJso 
lynched in .southern Illinois (Foei'ster, 1919, p. 408: Pisani, 19.i7. pp. 186- 
187). Xfwertlieless, lynching and other kinds of mol) ouU'ages ha\-e almost 
al wax's been diieeted only against people of a different race, and it lias l)cen 
secondary’ w hcllier these |X-ople spoke English or a foreign niotlier longue. 
In the seal's from 1882 to 190.3, in addition to numerous Xegi'(K*s, 4,i 
Indians, 28 Itiilians, 20 Mexicans, 12 Chinese, 1 Jaj)aticse, 1 Swiss, and 1 
Cizecli were lynched (CutJei, 1905, pp. 171-1 72j. We know, on the oUier 
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liand, that (brcie^i-hom pci-sons of vvc\\ color were punished Ibr many 
oHenses with sentences ^v}hcll were on the ax erage liigher than those for 
American-boni whites and e\en for Negroes, and this we assume was not 
necessaiily l)cc‘ause the xiclims w’cre foreign-bom but rtulier because they 
spoke a foreign language (Sellin, 1 935-1936, pp. 212-2 1 7). 

In the three cases where an entire nationality was denied political, cix il, 
and even natural human rights, special circumstances pkiyed a i)ai1 exerx- 
time. l ather a state of war existed with the kindred state of the pariiailar 
nationality or else a non-English clhnie gi ou]5 was at the same lime also of 
a dilfert‘iu race. 

Both factoi's worked tog(*thcr in the bad ireatineni of the Japanese 
Amencans who li\ed on the west coast during ^Vorkl W’ar li. Some 
1 UkOOO of these w(‘re Ibrcibly re.seltled in 19-12 (Bloom & Riemer, 1919; 
Broom & Kiisuse, 19.i6; Maiden, 19.52, pp. 171-196; Posiow ti, 1945, pp. 
193-200; Rabl, 1958, pp. 91 -92, 136-137; fhomas & Nishimoio, 1946) on 
the i)asis of two execulix e ordei^ and a law of that year (INceutix-e Oi clei’s 
9066, 9102: liiw of March 21, 1942). Not only were the {breign-lxmi 
jaj)ancse considered sec uriiy risks, but also llieir Amcrican-bom children, 
(be .so-(*;dl(’d Nisei, of' whom about 10.000 (the Kibei) had been edneatecl 
{()r a time <u schools in Jajxin, were" thought to he poleiuially daugerous to 
the security of liic countiy (Marden, 1952, pp. IHOff.). /Ml these Ibrcibly 
reseltied peoj^le w(‘re removed to reloc ation centei's in the intoiior, w hich 
XN-ere under the speci<il control of tlte W ar Relocation Authoiily. In Sc'p- 
tember 19f4, there were 18,700 Jaj:>anese in Camp fule l>akc‘, which 
accommodated only those x\ ho liad either refused to .scix c in the /Mucrican 
anny or rc'lused to fomially renounce their citizen’s iillcgiancc loJaj)an, 
While 61 ,002 lixvd in other camps, 28,900 had bec‘ii gix en indefinilc Ic'ax es 
of absence fiom the camps, flic Supreme Clourt in a decision of Decem- 
ber 18, 194-K ruled that thc.se acts were not unconstitutional under the 
sjx'ciiii conditions of a state ofwai* (hormafm v. L\ S.: Hirabmm/ii r. L \ S.: 
text in Ck)inmag(‘r II, 1958, pp. 645-6507. I be minority xaew of the 
Supreme Court justices, hoxvex cr, sounds more conx iueing to us Icxla)*. 
Judges Jackson and Muiphy declared that the treauuent of llie Japanese 
xx'iLs raeiiil di.scriiiiination. 1‘hcy repudiated the argument tJiat (here was 
not enough lime for an indixidual inx estigalion of all japanexse. In Great 
Britain, tlic'v poinied out, 74,000 enemy aliens had been inxe.stigiited 
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witliin six months and detention liad lx*en ordered for only 9,000 of' them 
wliilc for 64,000 of them no restiiction of' their freedom of movement was 
deemed necessiir^'/fhe fomilile evacuation oftlieJapanese-Americans was 
begun four to eight months after Pearl Harixir and was not coinj:)leteIy 
executed until id'ter elc\'en montlis. yVlso on Dec<'inl)er 18 the Court 
decided that indiNiducds found to be loyal had to he released at the request 
of' the detained [xa^son Parle Endo\ Rabl, 1958, p. 1 36). Implicitly in this 
decision and expressly in the dissenting opinions of Judges Muiphy and 
Robeits, tlie question was answered in the afllnnaiive as to wliether an 
/Vmencan citizen wlio had been i\ moved from his pennanent residence b\' 
illegal j:>rocedures was endtied to return to dial place. 

I'A'acualion, not detention, had been tlie puiposc of this legal act. On 
December 17. 19*14, the ^^5u' Dcpai-tmcni had canceled Uic relocation 
order cffectiwjannan' 2, 194.5. On December 18, 1 9*1-1, the Wai' Reloca- 
tion Auihorit)' ordered all camps to close until Januan' 2, 1946. In the 
yeai-s 1948-1950 courts invjilidaicd tUso the slate laws of Galifornia and 
Oi'cgon that had l)cen diiecled agtiinsl the purcha.se oi'land byjapancse of 
foreign Ijiith (Fuji v. Stale of Califoniia: \amha v. McCourl; Oyama r. Stale of 
California). 

\\ ar with the homeland of die ethnic group, not raeifil awi-sion, gaw 
rise to special laws pertaining to Gcnnan-/\niencans in World Wai- 1 but 
not in W orld War II. 4’hcre were numerous cases in wiiich Gcnnan- 
speaking Atncncan citizens were attacked, beaten, injured, lan'ed and 
feathered, or dcpiived of their freedom, and where tJie cattle of fannei*s 
were driven away iind private and community lionses (including clnii chcs) 
ol' Gennan-speaking people were chmaged. 4'he tailing and feathering, 
u liicli occasionally resulted in death, became a “kind of popular open-air 
spoil" in .some .stales of the Far West, according to G. Clreel (Wiltko, 1936, 
p. 188). I'he most iinporlanl source for the tciTorism against Gennan 
Americans during World ar I Is Wiltkc’s cha{)ler “I-'iiror /Vineiicanus" 
(AVitlke. 1936, j)p. 163-196). Fwo sources which were not available are 
Dietz ( 1 949, pp. 97- 1 2 1 ) and hiui^tage Deielofmen! m Aelion ( 1 960). 

Federal audiorities di.sapproved of this f'onn of suppression, which 
therefore cannot be considered to lie part of national polic)-. But the 
inslilutions ol'local self-government (in the \\ id(‘r sense of'the word govern- 
ment, which also inciudes jurisdiction) sjmetumeci the suppression. 4'hey 
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could do so as a result of the strong decent raliz<u ion in seir-go\’emmcnt— 
so characteristic of the United States — ^vlliclt leaves considerable leeway to 
the local aiithorides. The actual absence of iegtU protection which existed 
at dial time in many places for members of die Gennan minority widi 
respect to dieir life and property can dicrcfore be described neither as a 
state of law created by the federal or state go\ emmcms nor as pure 
anarchy. It Is raUtcr a stale of law. limited in its \ eiy nature by time and 
])hice, which was created aibitrarily by the institutions of local self-gtA crn- 
nient at the lowest ie\ els. 

Supposing that the charges lc\ied against Gennany at dial time had 
been justified, it still must be stressed that no criticism about the homeland 
of a national minority should ha\ e made this national minority atone for 
diat kin-state as an act ofcolkxtK c responsihiJity. No amount of initaiion 
toward Spain would euiitlc W ashington to restrict the use of die Spanish 
language in Puerto Rico any more than die conquests of N’ajiolcon I would 
have justified Great Britain in revoking tlie jiri\ ileges of die French in Canada. 

One of the drixnng forces of this puzzling eruption of hatred was, its 
Zeyclcl (R)61, pp. 298-299) said, a long-time resentment that had been 
building up among the Anglo-Saxon ,-\mcricans about tlic slowness widi 
which some of die Gennan . Vincricans gave u}i their language and aljom 
the ju oniincnl jdace that (jcnnans occupied in the cumcula of many big 
cities, i'his wits in effect a reseiitinenl about the results of America's o\vn 
generous policy toward nationalities. 

E\en more unportant, because it was a lasting situation in some parts 
of the coimtjy and not lied to an isolated, oxcepiional historical situation, is 
the actual absence of legid ]>roteclion for many Spanish Americans, e.spc- 
cially Mexicans. Ai cxlcnsKely documented 1 libliogiaphy alxnii tlie Span- 
ish Americans and their legid position has been prepared by Charles Ci 
Gumlierlaiid (!9h0). Some early important case studies were Kibbe (1 9*15), 
'Fuck ( 1 94(i), and Pendcs ( 1 9-1 8). 

\\'ith alamiiiig frequency wc find du* claim in the lileraiure dial in 
certain parts of the connin' Aiiglo-Ameru ans did not haw to fear legid 
jirosec ution for killing a Mexican (Mardcn, I9.')2, p. 142; McDonaugh Ik 
Richards, 1958, p. 181; 'Faylor, 19.30, p. 480). 'Fite absence of legal righis 
for this gi'oup of immigi'aiUs— in the 198U.s idone lialfa million Mexicans 
weie Ibrcildy dejioried became among other ihings the subject of a 
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pctilion on April 17, 1959, u> the Lhiited Nations which jx)intrcl out lhat 

Mexicans bom in this countiy were not alwiux protected (IVtiik)n of 
the Ameriean C)oniniiuee, 1959, pp. 275-305). Tliis bad treatnieiu was not 
meted out to the Mexicans l)ecan.se of their foreigii language IxU rather 
because of their different racial background. In estimably they ^\•ould have 
to suffer extensive social disciTinination- similar to that agtiinst the Ne- 
gi*oes ev en in cases where English was their mother tongue. 

lit addition to the human nghts claim for protection of' life, liberty, 
properly, and opinion and to the civ'il right to free activity ofihc indi\iduai 
in the cnil order of' the connin' (whether as a paitner to a conbact oi as a 
plainiifrin legtil proceedings), the democratic claim to equality exiends also 
to the political right of the naturalized ethnics u> freedom ofaclinty in 
those domains to which tltey as citizens should lia\c access. Here lx*long 
tlu‘ exercise of* the right to vote as well as the admission to positions jis 
ollicei's and officials in the civil seivice. This part of' the widest extent of 
toleration seems to haw been curtailed only rarely before World War II. 

To be sure, naturiilization in the L’nited ‘States is made (kpendent 
upon the capacity to imdentand Faiglish and in the State ofXew5*ork the 
voting right was made dependeni upon the ability to read and write 
Englisii by an amendment (fim }:)roposed in 1894) in 1921 and a law of 
1923. For many stale oi' honorific oflices a command of linglisli Ls re- 
ciuired. Such prescript kins represent a “noii-promoling" but not a '*non- 
loleialing" attitude. Fliese two .should not he misliiken fur each other. 
Xon-lokTalion would have existed, for exampkx if* it had been recjuired 
iliat tlie candidates for an oflice hav(‘ linglish <ls their mother tongue. 

W hen, as will b(‘ shown later, Spaniards wore excluded fix/m a Juiy in 
New Mexico, it was presumably not because Spanish was their mother 
tongue but (‘ither Inrause they had no command of the Faiglisii language 
or beeau.se they were considered to Ik* of a different race. Fhis does not 
mean to deny that the non-promotion of* his native tongue could of((*n 
bring the member of a national minority into a diflicult situation. I bis non- 
promolkiri will amuse particular I )iU(*rness in ( ase.N vvherc an extcplion is 
made* in liivor of some otlu*r non-Faiglish language, as for example, in New 
Mexico and Hawaii. In places where a large coli(‘rent group of people 
s|)eaking a non-fkiglisli (ongiu* .settles and where the individual hence has 
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no oppoitnnity to acquii'e a fluency in I'nglish, non-proinotioii ma)' of 
coui'se equal non-tolerance in its i csuhs. 

If, for exajnple, in Puerto Rico the occupanc)’ of all go\'ernmcat 
positions had been made dependent on a fluent master^’ of tlic Englisli 
language, fonnally the Spanish language would certainly not ha\’c been 
promolccl, i)ut tlte indidduai member of the group would not ha\ e had his 
civil rights curtailed. In fact, howc\cr, such a regulation would ha\e 
amounted to the e.xclusioi^ of iilmosl Jill Puerto Ricaits from goNcnimeiu 
positiotis, because, outside of tin* capital, San Juan, most of them bad 
al)soluicK' no opportunity to acejuire suflident oral fluency in ‘lie use of the 
Rnglisli language. 

In such eases, howewr, ,\]iglo-/\me deans lia\e in general not b(‘c‘n 
naiTow-niindcd. Where, as in Puerto Rico, the simple toleration of the 
nnn-l'aiglish language was not suflicient, they ha\(‘ promoted it; that is, 
they ha\'C recognized it olliciiiily. Aii attempt Ijy Congress in 1912 failed to 
curitill tiie political rights of the New Mc.xico S{)aniards. who in their 
isolation remained momjlingual and wen- h(‘eoming accjuainted with bn- 
glisli only by gi’cat dforts. 

/\s of 1961, in thirl)’ of (lie fifty states, the right to \-ote was not made 
dependent upon language (jualilicalions. In fonrofth(‘in this was partini- 
lar!\- stre ssed 1)\' special clauses. "I'he constitution of New Mexico (1912) 
expressK’ slated that the \ oling nglit must not lx* withheld on aeeouiU of 
unfaniiliarity with tiie Knglish language; that of Ixuiisiana put ll’c abilit)' to 
write in other laiiguagcs on an eejual fooling w ith that of English. In Noi tli 
Dakota, iieopie who had no command of the Idiglish language wen’ 
jx'niiillcd to let themselves ix* Ix'lped eithei’ l:>y ]x•r^ons rho.sen b\ them 
jx’isonally or h)' the election of liciais (Section 16. 120H Cent. Code I960). 
In Indiana, insimelions designed to inlonn the voter had to be jinntecl, in 
afltlilion to ICnglisli, in any language deemed mressaiy (Sections 27-:')01 1 . 
191-9Staiute.s}. 

Of tlx* twenty remaining slates, i()ur (Alaska, New York, Oregon, and 
W ashington) dcananded in general a command of English; Haw aii made a 
eomniand o' Hawaiian, whirli innnigmnis do not know. e(,ual to that (fl 
English. 1 m\ c states required that p{’i'sons he able to read and write fiarts 
from tlie l(‘(leral Constitution (three state.s^ or from the slate eonsiitulion 
(two .staii'.s): .Mahama, Ceorgia, North Clarnliiia, Sontii Carolina, and 





Oklahoma. Ten states required only that the respective \otcr lie able to 
read sections from the federal Constitution (three) or state constitution 
dour), or from bolii (three): Aiizona. Connecticut, Delaware, California, 
Mauie, Massachusetts, Mississippi, New Hampshire, Nevada, and Wyo- 
ming (Margoliri, 1961). 

Requirements unfa\*orablc to immigrants could therefore be found 
prinituily in most of the New England states and die states of die Old 
Soudi as well as all Pacific Coast slates; fourteen of the twenty slates are 
coastal states. "Hie relatively striclei' demands for an ability to read and 
wiite were tnade especiall>‘ by some Soudieni states where tliey were 
olixiously aimed more at die Negi oes Uiai: at non-English nationalities. In 
most ol' die cliLssictil immigrant states - the endre Midwest, Texas, New 
Jeixcy, Pennsylvania this requirement was unknown. Among the twenty 
states mentioned alxixc only a lew arc topical inimigmnl areas: jiarts of 
Ncnv England, Hawaii, Calil'oniia, and above all New York. 

Especially in Neu' York City, hundreds of ihoustuids ofPLieilo Ricans, 
who did not know English but who had come into the couiiti')' as Ameri- 
( an ( itiz('ns, were affected by die New \'ork \ oting qiialincation. Newspa- 
jier reports spctik of 200,000 people in New \'ork City alone who lia\ e no 
knowledge of EnglLsli. Of the Puerto Ricans who Ciuiic to die mainland 
during 1 958, *1 .3% had no knowledge of English. 

A Puerto Rican merchant, Jose Camacho, charged in 19.”iH that this 
New \ ork pro\ision \'iolated the Constitution, hut he was turned down in 
till coui'Ls, die last lime in October 1959 by a federal touit in New York 
(Idancock, 1960, p. 152; \Va\h'm^lon Posl, Octolier 22, 1961). Dunng the 
trial before the courl of appeals in .\lbany all lawyei's were proxided b\‘ the 
.\mcrican Jewish Congix'ss; they refen ecl to the Constitution as well as to 
the United Nations chaiier and the (ieneral Declaratioii of Human Rights 
(Section fi-7). 

In 19()5, the situation was miieclicd by Congress in Section Te) of the 
X’oling Rights Act which declared what was iiecessaiy to secuie the rights 
under the Kourieenih Amendment of persons educated in Amencan-llag 
schools in which the predominant classnKmi language wiLs other than Englisli: 
No jK'rson who demonsiiaU s that he luis succ essfully ( om- 
pleted the sixth primaiy giadc in a public .school in. or a 
(irivate school accredited by, any Stale or ItTriUH v, llu' I)is- 
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iiict of Columbia, or Uie Commomvcaldi of Puerto l^co in 
u'hicli the predominant classroom language was other than 
English, shall be denied die light to s'ote in any Fedei'al, 

State, or loc<d election because of his inabiiit)' to read, wiite, 
understand, or interpret any matter in die English language. 

An exception was made for states in ^vhich a dillercnt le\'cl of education is 
presumptive of literacy and where therefore the siunc lc\ el may be held to 
be indicative of lin'racy in .■\nicncan-flag .schools which do not lia\-e En- 
glLsli as their major language. 

This provision has iicen contested by die gov cniment of New Y'ork 
State, which held that Oaigrcss had power to enact such a law only if'and 
al ter die judicial' had decided that die English literacy recjuircmeiii was 
incompatible v\idi the Ecjual Protection Clause of tlie federal Constitution. 
Actually as late as 1 959, the vSupreme C'oml had decided diat an English 
literacy test was allowable under the Constitution (Imsiier r. .\or(liampfon 
Elediun Board), liiev' won their case in the Fedcnd District Couii of the 
District of Columbia but lost on June 1 5, 1906, before the Supreme Court 
(hhtz^jibaih V. Morgan) where Judge Harlan gave a dissenting oj?inion, Cioii- 
ceniing tli(‘ wiiole issue, see Uiboivitz (1969. pj). 30-35). He holds dial the 
original intention of New \'ork‘s Pjiglish literacy clause at the time* ol'its 
adoption (191 5) was to prevent 1,0(10,000 Yiddish-speaking Jews fi-oiii voting. 

On the same day as die decision in Katzenhach v. Morgan, the Supreme 
Court held that it was conslltulional to subject to an English literal y lest a 
woman who had been bom in Puerto Rico and who was literate in 
Spanish but who could not submit evidence that she had successfully 
com[)lct<‘d the skill gi“ade of a Coniinonw ealth .school (Cardona v. Bower). 
Justici^s Douglas and Koiias, iiowcver, ht'ld that she should havt' been 
pemiiued to pass a Sjianisli literacy lest. 

Obviously (he introduction ofllu* new concept oi Anierican-llag si liotjls. 
while a convenient e.xjjcdient Ibr the legislators, cannot be considered 
wholly salLslaclon . It seems to discriminate invidiously agaitist those .Ameri- 
can citiztMis who, wliilt' equally unlitniiliar with the English language and 
ecjually literate in another language perhajis evi ii Spanish happen not 
to have attended an Aniericaii-llag school. It is open to dispute whether 
this arrangement is compatible with the ‘nslilulion (3SI Cnited State’s 
(>56-b57} and with llie Covenant on ( -ivil and Political Rights adopted i>y 
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tho United Nations in Dcccmi)cr 1966. Agjiinst Uiis view sunu- w ill hold 
that such discrimination as there was cannot be considered arhimuy and 
imidious, since a pet'sen educated in an American-llag .school may be 
su])j)osecl to be better grounded in American histoiy and civics than one 
who rccch ed his training in a si hool otlier than an ;\incrican-Ilag school 
and therefore it is lair to assume that he is better ciualilii'd to east his \ ole 
with a giusp of the issues at sUike. 

It is. of course, not MiHieicnt that iminigraivls ol>tain the right to v ote; 
Uiey must also be pennitted to exercise it. I he Mexicans similarly to the 
long estalilished conditions with Negroes have been j^revented time and 
again from exercising this rigiil. As a result. \)y far the greatest number of 
roreign-i )orn .Mexicans did not bother to become naturalized .since the 
proce.ss had no practual value ilJogardus, 19!5t)-19SL pp. 7-1-88; 19-lU- 
1941,pp. 166-174; Humphny, 194!^- 1914, pp. 322-‘li.6; Walker. 1928- 
1929. ])j). 4(>-V 4()7). 

'Hiis discrimination consetjueiuly prevented the .Mexicans Irom devel- 
oping into <\ genuine national minority which j)ossesses the citizenship of 
the host eountn-. “If you l)iTome a citizen hut are treated as a foreigner, 
vvliai liave you gained?'* was the tvpical complaint (Bogardus, 1910-1941. 
p. l()8j. It should not be overlooked, however, that naturali/ation is fre- 
r|iiently not coveted because the immigrant, lijllowing bis Mexican and 
Uitiii tradition, con.sidei's problems of govcnuiKMil and the commujiily as 
soiiK'thing that has to be car<-cl for by ollicials who are jjaid to do tliis 
•.Walker. 1928-1929. p. 166*. .Atilltoritie.s, on tlie othi'r band, often treat 
even members of liie second generation as aliens dhigardiis, 1910-194 1. p. 

1 71i. I 'be withholding of political rights is iiu identallv .subject to liu* same 
con.siderations as that of human riglits: the Mexicans are allix t<'d by such 
withholding not because tliey speak a f()i(‘igti laiiguag(‘ hut het aiise they 
have a ililliTeni color of skin. 

In individual ca.ses. knowledge of the laigllsh languag<* was made a 
|irerc(|nL.ite lor ordiiMn vorational positions whiih wnv in no wav lon- 
neeied with jioliiics. .\n 1897 Pennsylvania law reijuirecl that laborers 
orcuj)ied in mines who intended to i)eeome miuers had to lake an e.xanii- 
nalion during wliic h they, among other things, had to prove their enm- 
jiiand o( Knglisli: this was tleslgned '.o keep out the Slav ie workeis iWarne. 
1904. jip. 87-8Pa. .Min li more fir«j.!t-in than is (’v ideni (rom such isolated 
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slate legulalion were eases ol actual cliscriminatir^n ac;ainst inenibei's of 
lum-EnjilLsli grouj>s in the open labor market. But in such cases sotlny, 
and not the state. discnVninatcd; such disrnmination is not direi, lly related 
to tile lethal status (jnii'guistic minority.

Siiic<’ mother tongue use within 
homeland and lamily ran hardly be prevented, this re(ei>; primarily to ust* 
of the moilu‘i‘ longue in jiublic km the streets, on lh(‘ niilroads. on iIk* 
telephone, in meetings fir e\iai its usi* on signs bv prK ale busine.ss. 

I'reedoin of assembly borders doseh on the fns’dom of organi/aiion 
and belongs, tlierelims partially within the narrower sjihere toleration. 
Use of the language, liowever. goes beyond this sjiliere beeause it rek-i's 
also to partieij)ation by members cjfa nalicmalily and use ofllie nationality 
language* in meetings wlik h are not held by an e'lhnie ni ganizatum. Free- 
dom olhtsM’mbly is protected in the FiiM .Vmendmenl • 1 78fM 7^)1 1 

During World War I se-veral alKsnpts wen* made* to |)re-ve*nl the* use* of 
the Gennan language eeimpletely. File driving iejire-s be^hind this atte-nijM 
were the* so-called cemneils of delciise. Fhrough lede’ial law a .\ational 
(leiuneil on)e*reiise was e‘siablislie*d e>ii .August 29, 191(). te> which similar 
eoimeils eii' individual state’s. eiiie*s. and ceniniUs were* giaduallv attached 
and subordinale'd. .\ decree* issued by the N’icteiria Gemiily Council e)(‘ 
Delense* in Fexas in 1918 resuls as (eillows: "’1 he National and State* 
C.’ouiu'ils f)|‘ Delense* ivf|uesl that the use eif the tje*rman language* be 
prose ribe-d amoug us. . . . We e all ujK>u all Ame*rie ans to abandeiii the use 
f»l tile* Ge-mian language*, in piil;lie aiiel piKate*. as <m iuiiie)st eeindenina- 
lion eil the* rule* oI’iIk* swend.*' 

.\s impossible* as it was U) suppre*ss the use* ejf ( k'niian in the* jirhale* 
sphe‘re‘, llieiroiigh and sue e e ssful alle*nipts we*re* maele* (o suppn'ss its use* in 
public. In l iiKlIay. C )hie). the leiwn e emiie il le-\ ie*d a fine* e)rS2."> leir the use* ejf 
(he G{*nnaii language* in the siree’ts AVitike*. FKlh. p. IHh.i. In Funier (anmtv. 
South Dakota, the Goiinlv Gejuueil ei( De’fense* passeel a similar de*e re*<* 
\\ illke*. 19')ti. p. 187. ( )n May Fk F)18, an appeal was put b(*fe)r<* the 
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House of RcpreseiUiilivcs by the sciect and common councils of Philadel- 
phia lo outlaw the use of the Gcmian language in public rncetuigs tlirough- 
oiU the United States {House Journal^ 65th Conpfi'css, 2d Session, p. 394). 

Before the end of the wai\ nevertheless, scx ci-al ol' tliese me^isures 
began to lum not only against Gennan but against A\ minonty languages. 
In May 1918, Governor W. S. Harding of Iowa issued a proclamation 
which prohibited the use ol'a laitguage oilier llian English in public places, 
o\er the (eleplione, and on die railroad; jiublic speeclies could be gi\*cn 
only in English; church scniccs foi' those who did not know English had to 
be held in private homes (Kloss, 1 9-12, pp. 9‘1 2-944). 

I'his proclamation, wliich w;ts iUso directed against in.struclion in non- 
English languages, led lo hea\v' pruie.st from the Czechs and Danes of 
Iowa, riie regulation did not remain on jiaper. hi Scott C^ouniy. which 
was almost excluskcly setded by people from northern Gcmiany, lour 
women had lo pay a fine to the Red Cross on orders from the Scott 
CloLiiit)' Council ol'Defense becaiisf* they had held telephone eonvcrsalions 
in Gennan {Witlke, 1936, pp. 186-187}. 

A 1919 law of the rtalc of Nchra.ska went not cpiiie so far when it 
pre.scnlx'd Uie use of I English for meetings wliicli concerned llu nisclvcs 
with any public aflhir other than churches and lodges (Kloss. 1942. p. 699; 
riioiiijison, 1 920. pp. 296-297). 15‘oposed hills again.st the use of non- 
EnglLsh langiiage.s in business signs and ad\’ertisemenLs in the Stale of' New 
5'ork in 1919 failed In’can.se of tlie olijeclions made by the .New 1: Bar 
.Association (1919; KJoss, 1942, pp. 700, 710). All this pa.ssed by rather 
rapidly; it had a la.sting eilcci on die use or, rather, the increasing decline of 
die C7emian language, but not on the general legal situation. 

'Hie right to use non-English languages in accounting iiooEs of linns 
w as protected by the Sujiremc Court in a decision ofjanuaiy 1, 1926 (}// 
Eng i\ Tnnifh(I), which imalidafed a Philippine language, llnis at- 
tempting to foice the Cliinese in the Philippines lo abandon their hook- 
keejiing in C'hinese. riK^'Ieirhorial Supreme Court in Manila had tried lo 
saw tlie law by an iiitciprelalion wliich cannot he derived from its word- 
ing; it prescribed die u.se of one of tht* named languages only in addition to 
and not instead ol'C^hinese. The decision was fonimlly made on the basis of 
the Piiili[ipine Bill ol' Rights, esjiecially its diu‘-process-of-!aw c'lause; but 
the same court had already slated in 1907 (hat (his clause had to be 
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inleipreted exaclK' in die sense of die .-Vnicrlcan Bill of RigliLs {Sena v. 
Motliga: cf. i\ko Aefmer i\ Dufed Slates).

rolcralion of minorities in the nan ow sense concerns ilu group insii- 
uuioiis of minorities. 'Fliis reiei's, fii'st of all, to secular associations of a^iy 
kind as well as to churdi congi eg-a lions and churcii synods. I'o tlii.s we add 
three {in /Vnieiica \’ciy widely spread and im[)oi1ani) private institiuioiis: 
press, movie iheaiei>, and mdio. In Western and Ontnil Fairojx*, press 
and mo\ie theaters are also prixale institutions while radio, on the other 
hand, is nomially in publit hands. That radio remained in private hands in 
the United Slates led to an immense quantitative \ ariciy as far as jDrogiams 
in English are eoncemed; this result is e\en more noliceahle with respect to 
noii'lniglish programs. 

Iwcn Uiougli the jMess. mo\ie.s. and radio, economically speaking, 
usually are not community enlciprises but rather are jirofil-making enter- 
prise.s ol' single pei'sons or gixnips of jiei'sons, nevertheless they are in 
function and essence community-creating and commimilyqx'omoting in- 
.stitiuions. 

We also consider as part of lliis .sphere of tolerance-oriented rights tlie 
toleration of those private schools which are founded not bv' associations 
but by individual pei'sons as means of profit makii 4. It may happen in this 
connection that a minority ma\- be j.errniued to maintain its comnumily 
institutions but not to cullivaie its owii language in these institutions. 

iTcedom of as.sernbly also biiongs for the most [lart to this calegort'. 
tlial is, meetings which ar(‘ held by members lor memlKa s of an ethnic 
giou]), especiallv tho.se of organizations ol an ethnic gioup. 

The Eii-st of ihe /Vmendments u> the Constitution, addefi I7B9-I79I, 
guaraiitei's lic(’dom of assembly and IVeedom ol' the press. Ereedom ol' 
organization, hovv('\'(‘r, which is so viuilly important to ethnic gTouj>s, i.s 
guaranteed iKJwIiere, neither in the Constitution nor by federal law. Free- 
dom of organization has alwuv's lieen Uikni for granted since the I'stabli.sh- 
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mciit of Uic Union (Freund, 1904, pp. o 16-021). 'I'lie ConmicHUvealtli 
Constilution oftlic Philippines fiCMay 14, 19!15, which w as drahecl under 
/\mcncan conuol, includes in Anicle III, paragraph 6, among tiic Ijasic 
nghis ol' citizens lh<‘ ’ 'light to fomi associations or sock‘ties." 

Only three kinds of secular organizations (pn\ate militias, labor unions, 
and the so-called secret ordei's or oath-bound organizations) ha\ c encoun- 
tered dinicullies at certain tunes and in certain regions, dilliculties which 
were suffered also by those nationalities which intended to create such 
organizations. Tht* imdc unions [)artiiiJi)‘ oiiginatcd among the Onnans 
in the United Stales and remained for dei ades pi imarily a concern of the 
immigrant groups. I^ng after \\brld War I, lor e,Nam])lc, the Me.Kican fann 
workej-s in the Southwest and the .Asian jdamaiion workeiN in Hawaii still 
encountered die gi catest of dilficullles in theii- attempts to organize unions. 

41i(' right to establLsh religious organizations stands under the spci'ial 
protci iion of' the lArst Amcndniciu of the Cotistitution. Freedom ol' reli- 
gion occupies a spi'ciiii place within the rramci\’ork ol'lhe world \iew that 
found its e.xprcssion in the American poliiictil and social order, since* 
religion was die reason for the estahlishmem of the Puritan colonie’s in .\ew 
England ({(i‘20). It, therefore, became to an especially iiigh degree a sus- 
taining and mo\ing force ol' American de\eloj)inents (Siimsoii, 1 92‘k ]>. 147). 

lAitil about 1800, ilic religious congirgaiiou ii-self was promoted in 
many instances as an insiiiuiion that was a c[uasi-nece.s.sars' institution from 
a jxilitical \ ie\\-j)oint. 4'his was the auitude* also toward church .schools so 
that (licse in'^titutions a.ssumed scmi-pulilic status. 

During the (im largc-scide sides of land in Ohio in 1787-1788, tiio 
sixie<‘iuh scctioti in e\eiy lounship wtis se‘1 iiside kir schools iuid the 
Iwe’ily-ninth section liir church use; aud similarly, as hite as 1795. Caui- 
necticiit set aside the inctane hoin the side of the Western Ri^setx e iind 
added it to the sciiool (uikI for the “schools and the gospel.'* 

Federations of a.sso( iations iind congivgiitioiis encounim^cl in |)nnci]de 
its lew dilliculties its did indi\ idual associations iind c<mgiegiUions evi n 
Stu ll gigantic c>rgani/.iitions as the DaitM'h-Anwnfxamcfu <1901- 

191 7f. which tcngXMiuily orgiini/.<-d over two million peo])le in C5\’er sev<*n 
thotisiind .isscjciniions. 'Fix* coopeiiilion between iissoriatioiis of flillerent 
ethnic gi’ouiis was aisfi not impeded. In Uhicago, the Unil{’cl Societies ff>r 
Dxiil SeK-Goveniment. whu h compri.scd Gennaii. ( V.eclt. ik)lish. lialiaii. 
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and oilier associations, operated after 1906 (KJoss, 1937, p. 260). In Nc- 
biuska, a statewide Intemici^il Group worked for the non-Knglish press of 
the .stale, 1934-1935. 

Since World Wai' I, when the jiurcliase of I.ibcily Bonds and other 
maud's was at stiike, it lias become a common joractice of the state, and 
even more of the lociiJ aiithfaiiies, to establish such intcR'thnic organiza- 
lions. or at least they wert‘ promoted with the puipo.se of increasing the 
interest ol' tile minorities in the goals. ideiLs, and way of life of/Xmerica. 

Beginning in 1921, an I’inglish-language lutelaiy organization for the 
leading organizations of the non-KngUsh nationalities of'Amenca existed in 
the Common Council for American Unity. After 1928 it published tw ice a 
week tlu' newsletter InUiprekr Releases {Section 2-2 j, an infbnnatioii sen. ice 
about American legislative and legal [iractices concerning Cjuestions ol' 
immigration and naturalization. Furthennore, it distributed tv\ ice weekly a 
multilanguage news sei'\ ice to the a|Dj3roximat(‘ly 60U stations throughout 
the United States which have regular broadcasts in non-Fnglish languages 
and a weekly press sei*\ ice in 23 languages to the 8.50 non-iCnglish newsjia- 
jicrs of the countn'. In 19.59, it merged with the ,\merii'an Fedi'ration oi' 
huernalionai Institutes, an organization ol' aid and ad\i.soiy centers ibr 
immigrants in U) cities, to Ibrm the American Council l()r .Xalionalities 
Service, which continued the old activities of the Common Couticil with- 
otil changes but at the same time also fulfilled ta.sks on the local ie\cl. 

'The toleratkai of grouj) institutions of nun-Fnglish nationalities was 
strongly emphasized by tht* fact that the legislatures of the \arious stales, or 
at times \en the Congress of the United States, gianteci thetn the .status of 
l(‘gal persons, and olten the (‘thnic fijtiction of the association was openly 
stateil in their charter. 

In 1819. in the Dartmouth College Case, tlu* Suprenu' Ciourl guaran- 
te^-d (icedom (iom slate inlerlereiu'c to organizations which ha\'c recei\i‘d 
a charter but which were threatened, not in .spite (4 the charter but because 
of it (Imshes oj Ihrhmmtli (.'ollet^f v. W anf/ivanl}. 1 he chartt'r niade thes(‘ 
institutions private coiporations. winch an- under the control of the legisla- 
tures. A legislature (jccasionally W(‘nl so lar Ua to grant an ethnic gioup ;i 
legally binding coiporate status and with it indirt'ctly legal autonomy 
'.Section 2-1 1 . As an example of the recognition given bv Congiess to an 
umbr<*lla organization of a minority, we mav cite the charter w hich was 
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granted to die Dcutsch-AmciikaiiLsclicu Nadonalbund in 1907 (Kloss, 1937, p. 
256; Milteikmgen des Deutschen Pionier-Vereim von Philadelphia^ 1908, p- 27). 

Often charters were gianted whicli denned the conUiiued cuKh’ation 
of the language of the etlinic group as die function ol' die oiganization. 
riiis was especiiilly frequent \\ilh respect to church congregations. Some- 
times siicli chartei's contained tlie pro\ision that these language clauses 
should never lie changed, a pro\ision which pro\ eel impossible to realize in 
pmcticc. Consequently, it \v<is specified ui Ohio by an 1 868 law that in 
church organizations such language clauses could be changed at any time 
by a majonly \ oic of die adult membei's of that ptu'licular language grfiup 
(Kloss, 1942^ p. 704). 

Press, Radio, Movies 

In 1960, there were in die United Stales ap[)ro.\imately 19,000 ne\v.s 
pul )li('a dons. 1 1,000 newspapers, and B,0()U magazines. Among them u ere 
620 non-Kngiisii publications. 'I’here were aj^proximatcly 4,000 radio sta- 
tions. among them ,547 which had regular non-Unglish iiroadt'asus. 'Phis 
number docs not take into account die 12 broadcasts de\ ole d to language 
instrtictiou, 19 lor French, 9 for Spanish, 7 for Gemian, 4 (or Italian, 2 
each for ^’iddisll, Polish, and Scandinavian. In reality these broadcasts 
lK*nefu tlu‘ particulai' language gioups even though they are nomially not 
addressed to those gioups. In 1958, there were a|)|)ro-\’imalch’ 13,000 
movie Uieatcrs, of which 550 showed in 1960 almost (‘.\clusK'd\' non- 
English imni(*s. 

Of lhes(‘ three categories, the pix\ss is by far the oldest. 'Elie lii-sl 
Cieniian newspaper in the United States was ( clited liy luinc otiici* than 
Benjamin Franklin (1732); the oldest ncwspajici's that were still existing in 
I960 stem from the first half of the nineteeiilli cenluiy:,\m' Vnrker sSlaaty- 
CuMiiian, 1831; CrespmadiK I'aos. .\cw Mexico, Sjianish, 1835. A 
suivey oi’die Ciennan press may he fbund in Wiuke (1957) and in Arndt 
and Olson !l961). For the entire press of (lu- coiintiy, iiuiudiiig the lum- 
English press, see Rowcil U8(i9-i908); Ayer (1880); and Fishniaii (196(), 
pp. 51-73). 

In 1880, 770 i lewspapn s were list c'd, among thc'm 620 ;80‘‘(i) Oeniian: 
i,i I9(i(), ()50 newspapers, among them (>() (jenHan: 101 (HF’n; 
Spanish: 13 Italian; 40 Czech: 38 Polish: 34 Magv’ar: 26 each Freiuii and 
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Scandinavian (13 Nonvcgian, 10 Swedish, 3 Danish); 24 Yiddish; 19 
Liiliuaiiian; 17 Yugoslav^; 24 Ukraimiin (among them 8 Carpatho-Ukrai- 
nian); 14 Russian, 13 Chinese, 1 2 Japanese, 11 Annenian. In addition to 
these lliere were 4 to 8 each Arabic, Bulgarian, Dutch, Portuguese and 1 to 
3 each Estonian, Hebrew, Lettish, Welsh, and \\4iitc-BuUienian newspa- 
pers. 1110 freedom of the non-English press has, iiow'cv'er, been endan- 
gered se\'eral times, particular!)' during World War I (Section 3-3). 

The non-English radio of the United States ofi'ers the unposing pan- 
orama ui Table 3-1 . In addition, there were three stations with emission in 
/Vmcrindiiui languages (otlier dian Gh.erokee, Navajo, and Ute), Finnish, 
hish, Penns)'l\'anish (2 listed under “Dutch,’' 1 under “Gcnnan”), Russian; 
two stations each witli Armenian, Cherokee, Hawaiian (KLEi, Kailua, 
Hawaii, tlic other in Angola, Indiana 2 hours, Hindi, Korean, Rumanian, 
Ute); one each in /Mbanian, Arabic (“Lebanese”), Creole of Haiti, Dutch, 
Eskuno, Kstonian, Gaelic, llie number of stations gi\'cn in Table 3-1 
excludes the purely cducation<d broadciists that were mentioned in tlie first 
paragraph of this section. Other tables gi\ing iiifonnalion alxiut non- 
English radio broadcasts arc to be found in Fishman (1966, pp. 77-79) and 
in the Gennan edition of this Ixiok ( 1 963, pp. 59-60). 

It is impoilant that tlie languages of' the Indian population are broad- 
( ast: a toUil of 27 stations in Nax'ajo, 2 each in Cherokee and Ute, 4 in 
other Amcnndian tongues, and 19 Eskimo. The llinglt and Eskimo arc 
broadcast in Alaska, Japanese and Filipino broadcasts arc idniost exclu- 
sively in Hawaii. 

A.S early as 1942 there ^vere regular broadcasts in 26 non-EngILsh 
languages from 205 of tlie 915 stations that existed tlien, broadcasts for an 
estimated 15 million listenei-s, among them 3 million ^\^th no knowledge of 
English. In May 1942 the broadcast industrv' eslal)!i.s]ied the foreign L<m- 
giiage Radio Wailime Clontrol as an agency of sclf-conU’ol, which had its 
code appro\'cd by the federal go\ ernment in May 19 12 and incorixirated 
into tlie wartime regulations in July 1912 (Broun & Roucek, 1915, pp. 
384-391).

Tlic case of tiie non-EnglLsh nio\ic theater is diirercnl insolar as it 
requires the existence of a counoy wliich continuousK' produces movies in 
lite language of tlie jjarticular minority, a producing counliy from which 
these movies may be imj)oried into the United Stales. This sup])ly is 
missing, for instance, in ctises of Basque, Eskimo, Yiddish, and die Inditm 
languages. The numerous ethnic gioups coming h orn countries which arc 
communist today, from the Chinese (o llie Poles, certainly encounter 
diflicullies getting lilms in their mother tongue. 

Radio and movies which cater to language minorities are under less 
com]3ctitivc pressure from television progriims than are radio and movies 
which cater to Anglo-/Vnierican audiences, since television progi ajiis iu*e so 
dillicuh and expensive to produce that only a few minorities can aflord them. 

Some Special Institutions 

In conclusion, vve may chai'acteiize several .special institutions which 
ar e particularly notable to the European obsencr. 

Court jumdiefion. To take some of the pressure from the regular court s, 
llie state of New \'ork had c.stablislied pemiancnl private courts of arbitra- 
tion. Based on this j:)rovision, aJevvLsh Court ofT\rbitration was fomied in 
New 5 ork City in Eclirutuy 1920. It was coinpo.scd of rabbis, professional 
judges, merchants, and lavvyers. It was j^artiatlatiy advantageous that (lie 
members of the courts have a command of the iion-Iuiglish languages 
s|x>ken by the parlies involved, in most cases Yiddish (Claghorn, 192.3, pp. 
217-218). In Section .i-2 tliere is reference to special jurisdiction by the 
Penilentes in New Mexico.
